This is 
an intriguing item that is worthy of in-person inspection. Evenly toned 
in copper-brown patina with scattered hairlines that are most noticeable 
in the fields. We also note considerable evidence of die rust on the reverse. 
A very rare type.

2 1796 Washington Repub. Ameri Medal. Baker-68. Rarity-5. 
Bronze. Unc. 33 millimeters. Flashes of reflectivity in the fields shine 
through dominant copper-brown patina as the surfaces rotate under a 
light. Both sides are sharply impressed, the reverse particularly attractive 
with no mentionable blemishes. The obverse, however, reveals several 
small and moderate-size spots. A rare type. 

3 1799 Washington Stuart Portrait Birth and Death Medal. Baker- 
129. White Metal. VF. 44 millimeters. Very little is known of the origin 
of this elusive Washington piece. The obverse portrait follows noted early 
American artist Gilbert Stuart, but the medal may have been struck in 
England circa 1820. Whereas most examples are holed at the top for sus¬ 
pension, the piece that we are offering here has not been so treated. Both 
sides have acquired moderate wear, however, the surfaces also being 
largely toned in steel-gray patina. Flashes of the original silvery-white 
finish are still evident in some of the protected areas around Washingtons 
portrait and the reverse wreath. A few of the letters around the obverse 
periphery and in the center of the reverse are a bit softly impressed, but 
all design elements are clearly discernible. None of the scattered contact 
marks are worthy of singular mention.

51.3 millimeters. Certainly an original, this piece lacks the word 
CUIVRE or BRONZE on the edge as we would expect to see for a re¬ 
strike. Both sides exhibit rich copper-brown patina with flashes of red¬ 
dish-copper tinting evident at direct light angles. The devices are executed 
in very high relief, particularly the obverse portraits, but it is the reverse 
wreaths that have acquired the only mentionable rub. A couple of wispy 
contact marks and a small, shallow brusie at the lower-reverse rim are 
mentioned solely for accuracy’s sake. Really a nice example of a rare and 
seldom-offered type.

Boldly struck, with scattered die polish 
lines (as prepared) here and there in the fields. There are also a couple of 
very shallow grazes scattered about, and a small spot in the right-obverse 
field before Lafayette’s chin is perhaps worthy of mention. 

6 1889 Washington Thirteen Links Medal. Douglas 5 2A. White 
Metal. Unc. 54 millimeters. A bold cameo impression, both sides are 
brilliant with a bright, silver-white sheen. Scattered hairlines cloud the 
obverse field somewhat, and a few small contact marks at the rear of 
Washington’s cheek are also noted. The reverse is smoother, and the de¬ 
vices are sharply executed in strike. This medal was published by coin 
dealers S.H. & H. Chapman in April of 1889 in connection with na¬ 
tional celebrations marking the centennial of Washington’s inauguration 
as the nation’s first president. The obverse portrait is attributed to Charles 
Wright Cushing, and it is said to be “his finest work.”

64 PL (NGC). The dies for this restrike are thought to have been pre¬ 
pared by Dr. Montroville W. Dickeson in the 19th century. They were 
later acquired by Thomas L. Elder, and even later still by another party 
that, in 1961, issued some 7,200 restrikes in white metal. This prooflike 
near-Gem is from the 1961 issue, and it is sharply impressed with a bit 
of light, silvery tinting to both sides. There are no blemishes of note.

33 An Opium Dollar Constructed out of a Proof 1878 Trade Dollar. 
Proof- 30. This is the first Opium [dollar constructed out of a proofTfade 
I Xillar that this cataloger has ever handled. (We know that this coin started 
as a proof because the 1878-P is the first proof-only issue in the Trade 
Dollar series.) The obverse and reverse display moderate wear that suggests 
a Proof-30 grade. The hinge is in excellent working condition, however, 
and the inside of the box is also very well preserved. Both sides arc origi¬ 
nally toned in lavender-gray patina with blushes of olive toning at the ob¬ 
verse border. A few thin grazes at the lower-reverse rim seem to be the 
result of someone's attempt to pry the box open, but there are no other 
noteworthy distractions. Actually, we were able to open the box without 
undue effort, although it did take a few minutes compressing the rim to 
get the reverse of the “coin" to pop up enough so that we could slip a fin¬ 
gernail under the edge and open the box. Really a very nice example.

37 1941 ANA Convention Register (Philadelphia Coin Club Host). 

Fine. This is a fascinating piece of numismatic history. According to the 
consignor, he received this book in 1970 when its previous owner was re¬ 
locating. The consignor acquired this book as part of several boxes of 
Phildelphia Coin Club memorabilia, which he promptly placed into 
storage in his basement without looking too closely at the contents. Ten 
years later, in 1980, he finally went through the contents of the boxes and 
made this important discovery. This is the official ANA Convention Reg¬ 
istry for the 1941 convention hosted by the Philadelphia Coin Club 
which, incidentally, no longer exists. The register includes at its front the 
official convention program, two issues of The Numismatist from Octo¬ 
ber 1941, the menu for the annual convention banquet, a book of tickets 
for various convention events and an admission ticket for the “Unique 
Exhibit of Coins” displayed during the convention. 

The main portion of the book, however, consists of 11 pages of mem¬ 
bers’ signatures and six pages of visitors’ signatures. Among those numis¬ 
matic luminaries that signed the book are Farran Zerbe, Albert Grinnel 
(ANA Life Member #20), W.A. Philpott, Jr. Abe Kosoffi B. Max Mehl, 
M.H. Bolender, Jos. B. Stack, C.E. Green, Charles T. Tatman (ANA 
member #2), J.D. Ferguson, Robert Friedberg, Barney Bluestone, James 
Macallister (ANA Life Member #21) and Howard M. Foster. 

The book itself is in Fine condition with considerabe wear along the 
spine and edges, although the hardbound covers are fully intact. The sig¬ 
nature pages are a bit wrinkled, and a few have light tears, but there does 
not appear to be any evidence of water damage, nor is there much to re¬ 
port in the way of foxing. Clearly an important find, and a piece that be¬ 
longs in an advanced collection of ANA memorabilia and/or numismatic 
literature. This lot includes a copy of an article that appeared in Coin 
World in 1988 that details the consignors discovery of this book.

Bottom. AU-58 Dark (Uncertified). This coin offers quite a bit of 
bold detail for a lightly circulated silver coin from the Massachusetts Bay 
Colony. The impression is not perfecdy centered on the obverse, and the 
peripheral letters from 4-6 o’clock are largely absent. All other features on 
both sides are clearly discernible, although once again a few of the periph¬ 
eral letters are a bit soft. The only significant impairment that we can 
find is the color. It is overall dark with a predominantly charcoal-gray 
appearance. Some curious hazy-tan and silvery tinting, however, is inter¬ 
mingled here and there on both sides.

The surfaces are not particularly glossy, 
and a bit of extremely light verdigris here and there around the periph¬ 
eries, but this coin presents very well for a Colonial-era piece that saw 20 
points of circulation.

This is obviously a plentiful 
die marriage for the 1786 New Jersey Copper, although we admit that 
the vast majority of coins that we handle grade no higher than EF. Even 
a problem-free AU is a scarce piece, while Mint State examples are noth¬ 
ing short of rare. New Jersey Coppers of all varieties circulated heavily 
during the early Federal era, and there were no known collectors or nu¬ 
mismatic dealers in the United States during the 1780s and 1790s who 
could have intervened to save some high-grade examples for future gen¬ 
erations. The few Mint State coins that managed to survive did so purely 
as a matter of chance. 

At the lower reaches of Condition Census, this coin possesses remark'-, 
ably smooth surfaces both for the type and the assigned grade. The only 
abrasion of note is a tiny reverse dig in the field below the U in 
PLURIBUS, and there are just a few minor imperfections in the planchet 
that are not really perceptible to the naked eye. The impression is a bit 
off center with bold saw-tooth denticles in some peripheral areas but the 
tops of the letters in the word CAESAREA off the flan at the top of the 
obverse. The lower-reverse rim is also affected by less-than-perfect cen¬ 
tering, although there are no major design elements in that area. The ob¬ 
verse exhibits dominant reddish-copper patina with a blush of steel-tan 
color over and before the horse. The reverse has a more even orange- 
brown appearance, although a swirl of reddish-brown tinting in the cen¬ 
ter of the shield is noted. As the nicest New Jersey Copper of any variety 
that we have handled in recent sales, this BU example would make an im¬ 
portant addition to either a high-grade type set or a specialized collection 
of Colonial and early Federal-era coinage.

The Mint used different planchet stock to 
produce this issue. Many pieces were struck on rough, pined planchets 
while others are overall smooth and quite lovely. Of course, the typically 
encountered example is heavily circulated with a generous number of 
abrasions and other distractions, so the planchet stock plays a smaller 
part in determining the coin’s final eye appeal rating. High-grade exam¬ 
ples are elusive, and Walter Breen’s 1983 Condition Census includes a 
50-50 mix of Uncirculated and About Uncirculated examples. 

A very appealing representative, this piece was obviously removed 
from circulation after a short period of time. As such, the devices have 
acquired little wear, and all design elements are quite bold. The only lim¬ 
itation in this regard is a little bit of softness to the strike over isolated por¬ 
tions of the reverse wreath, although we stress that that feature is anything 
but distracting. The reverse periphery is also softly impressed in several 
areas, but the denticles around the obverse border arc sharp throughout 
despite the fact that the impression is drawn toward the viewers left. The 
planchet quality is among the finest that we have seen in an example of 
this die marriage, and there is no pitting, cracking or porosity to report. 
Steel-brown and copper-brown patina arc well blended over both sides, 
the surfaces of which are free of spotting, corrosion and other significant 
impairments. A few light, wispy grazes on the obverse and through the 
center of the reverse are noted, but these features seem to have been with 
the coin for many, many years.

verse die and, hence, the B-2 attribution. This reverse die was first used 
to strike original proof Half Cents dated 1856, which means that this re¬ 
strike 1848 could not have been prepared prior to that year. Original 
proofs dated 1857 also feature this die, as do some of the restrikes of the 
1840-1849 and 1852 issues. According to Walter Breen (Walter Breens 
Encyclopedia of United States Half Cents: 1793-1857, 1983), the latest 
use of this die came with the production of some restrike proof 1848s 
of die B-2 die marriage. Those pieces were struck on lightweight 
planchets and display bold knife rims on both sides. 

The NGC insert does not provide a weight for this coin, so we cannot 
determine whether or not it was struck on a lightweight planchet. Despite 
being mounted in a holder, however, both sides readily reveal bold knife 
rims. As such, we feel confident attributing this piece as one of the final 
proof Half Cents stmck from the Doubled T reverse die. Determining an 
exact striking period is more problematic, but we offer the years 1858- 
1860 as a tentative answer to this riddle. (Interestingly, Walter Breen 
(1983) seems to suggest that these pieces were struck after 1860, but his 
statements are not conclusive in this matter.) Our theory is based on sev¬ 
eral suppositions, one of which is that the end of the regular-issue Half 
Cent series in 1857 could have created a sudden increase in collector de¬ 
mand for specimen strikings of the now-defunct denomination. Addi¬ 
tionally, many restrikes in other U.S. coin series are known to have been 
produced during the final years of the 1850s during the tenture of 
Colonel James Ross Snowden as mint director. Examples include proof 
1856 Flying Eagle Cents of the Snow-9 die marriage, certain proof 1851 
and 1852 Seated Dollars and possibly proof Seated Dollars of other dates 
from 1840-1849. With such activity already taking place in the Mint, it 
would have been easy for employees to add the production of some proof 
1848 Half Cents to their list of daily activities during those years. 

This is a pretty coin with full originality, the surfaces predominantly 
toned in blended medium-brown and gray-brown shades. Direct angles 
do reveal some faded orange-red color at the rims, but not enough to 
warrant an RB designation. Most areas are fully struck, but the dies ap¬ 
pear to have been spaced too far apart in the press with the result that the 
highpoints of Liberty's portrait, the upper-right reverse wreath and the 
letters in the denomination HALF CENT are softly defined.

While several hundred examples were definitely struck in that 4 
year, the majority of examples encountered in todays market are re- i 
strikes from 1857 and later. All, however, enjoy equally stong demand * 
due to the historical significance and unflagging popularity of this 
issue, a popularity that encompasses both specialized collectors and , 4 
more casual numismatists. 

Struck from the seldom-encountered Snow-2 die pair, this coin is < 
from the second striking period for the issue that began in 1857 and 
continued at least through 1860. Approximately 1,000-1,500 proof 
1856 Flying Eagle Cents were prepared during that period, the vast . 
majority of which are examples of the Snow-9 variety. The number 
of Snow-2 examples included in that delivery is not known but, judg- ■ 
ing by the infrequency with which survivors are offered, it must have ; 
comprised a very small percentage of the estimated mintage. All other I 
die varieties struck at the time were prepared in business strike format. 

Fully struck with golden-brown patina, this coin reveals delicate ‘ 
champagne-pink undertones on the obverse. Both sides are predom- 
inandy satiny in sheen, but one can discern very modest hints of 
brightness in the fields when the coin dips into a light. A few wispy 
handling marks are noted, but slight muting to the finish seems to ex¬ 
plain the Proof-63 grade.

tered Mint State example of the 1856 Flying Eagle Cent, this Snow- 
3 dates to one of the earlier striking periods for the issue. According 
to Rick Snow (2001), the 1856 Snow-3 Flying Eagle Cent was pro¬ 
duced to the extent of approximately 635-800 pieces during late 1856 
and into early 1857. As with the coin that we are offering here, vir¬ 
tually all examples known exhibit considerable evidence of having 
been produced in haste. The strike is usually quite soft, the luster is 
seldom vibrant and many pieces are strike doubled due to the loos¬ 
ening of one of the dies in the press. 

Fairly typical for the variety, this BU example is softly impressed 
at the eagles head and tail on the obverse, as well as over the high- 
points of the reverse wreath. A loupe also reveals strike doubling on 
the date and many letters in the legend UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA, but diagnostic (for this obverse die) repunching on the 
5 is discernible from the strike doubling. Where this coin comes into 
its own is in the areas of color and surface preservation. Both sides are 
pleasingly original with soft apricot and lavender-rose highlights to 
otherwise light-tan surfaces. Overall smooth, and significandy so for 
the assigned grade,this piece is another important alternative for the 
collector that wishes to include one of the rarer die marriages of the 
1856 Flying Eagle Cent among their numismatic holdings.

remained undiscovered until 1962, a remarkable span of 46 years 
since its production in the Philadelphia Mint. During that four and 
a half-decade period, virtually all 1916 DDO Nickels entered circu¬ 
lation, and most acquired such heavy wear that the date and, thus, the 
most signficiant signs of doubling was lost. I he number of coins 
struck from the obverse die was probably not all that great to begin 
with, however, so the 1916 DDO would probably still be a very scarce 
variety even if it was discovered earlier and largely spared the rigors of 
circulation. Today, the variety is extremely rare, and examples are 
among the most elusive and highly sought representatives of a major 
variety in the entire 20th century U.S. coin series. 

Although possessed of overall light wear, this coin still presents as 
sufficiently bold in detail. The all-important obverse doubling is 
clearly discernible in the date area, and it is even appreciable at the tips 
of the feathers in the Native American’s hair. On the reverse, the bison 
retains a virtually distinct horn and tail, although both features do 
have wear at their tips that are characteristic for the assigned grade. 
Otherwise silver-gray in sheen, a pair of orange-red toning streaks 
over the right-central reverse are noted.

This coin displays the boldest, most interesting pattern of obverse 
die cracks (as struck) that this cataloger has seen on a Buffalo Nickel of 
any date. The die was shattered at the time of striking and could not 
have produced all that many coins after this piece. The most extensive 
break meanders through the top of the Native Americans head, but there 
are other cracks through the L in LIBERTY, across the Native Americas 
forehead and from the left rim to the Native Americans chin. Interest¬ 
ingly, David W. Lange (The Complete Guide to Buffalo Nickels, 2nd Edi¬ 
tion, 2000), states only that, “Other than the occasional instance of 
clashmarks, a variety that carries no premium, there is nothing else 
known for this issue.” The author was apparently unaware of the exis¬ 
tence of such a bold pattern of die cracks on a 1918-D Nickel, and this 
coin is almost certainly worth a premium among variety collectors due 
to this feature.

bison’s front legs between the body and the hoof. The abrasion is attributable to Mint employees who overpolished the die, probably to remove clashmarks 
and extend its working life. While polishing the die, Mint employees also inadvertently removed the aforementioned leg. 

Unlike the 1916 DDO, the 1937-D 3-Legged Nickel was discovered at the time of delivery and was already being offered for sale by numismatists before 
the end of 1937.

The surfaces are exceptionally vibrant for the variety with a bright, satin-to-softly frosted texture. You will not see any of the dullness that characterizes 
many lower-grade Uncs here. Brilliant with an overall sharp strike, this smooth-looking example is easily among the finest 3-Legged Nickels available to todays 
collectors. Virtually Superb!

(NGC). Designed by Robert Scot, the 
Flowing Hair Hall Dime marked the be¬ 
ginning ol regular-issue Half Dime pro¬ 
duction in the new United States Mint. 
(1 he 1792 Half Disme has legitimate 
claim to title of the first official U.S. 
Mint issue, although its status as a pat¬ 
tern or a regular issue is still being de¬ 
bated.) This series was produced for only 
two years—1794 and 1793—before 
yielding to the Draped Bust design that 
is also credited to Chief Engraver Scot. 
Federal archives provide a combined 
mintage of 86,416 pieces for the entire 
Flowing Hair Half Dime series. None of 


those coins were actually struck in 1794, ' 
the coins that bear that date probably ac¬ 
counting for most of the 7,736 pieces de¬ 
livered on March 30, 1795. The actual i. 
mintage of the 1794 Half Dime is even ^ 
lower than this already limited total, 
however, because examples of the V-4 die 
marriage are believed to have been struck., 
after some 1795-dated coins. The other" 
three die marriages of the 1794 were pre-* 
pared earlier. 

V-3 is the second most common die 
marriage of this issue, although it isi . 
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scarce in all grades and quite challenging 
to locate in Mint State. The number of 
coins struck from this die pair was prob¬ 
ably limited, as a couple of sizeable cracks 
(as made) developed over the lower re¬ 
verse and prompted Mint employees to 
retire that die early in the press run.

The 
original mintage of the proof 1854 Arrows is unknown, but it could not 
have been all that great since the Mint did not inaugurate its first serious 
marketing campaign for proof coins until 1858. The number of exam¬ 
ples that have survived has been debated by numismatic scholars, with 
Walter Breen (1977 and 1989) tracing just seven examples. Writing in 
1992, however, A1 Blythe estimates that 16-20 pieces are known—a 
range that we feel is closer to reality but that still acurrately reflects the 
extreme rarity of this issue in numismatic circles. 

A few swirls of pearl-gray patina interrupt an otherwise even endow¬ 
ment of olive-charcoal toning. Both sides also reveal gold, blue and 
champagne-pink undertones, but only when the coin is viewed with the 
aid of a direct light source. Fully struck with a watery, mirror-finish fin¬ 
ish, the surfaces are silent on the subject of distracting contact marks. A 
small, shallow planchet void (as struck) in the obverse field above Lib¬ 
erty’s forehead is the only worthwhile pedigree marker, although one 
will require a 10X loupe to discern this feature.

Unlike most 
1864 Half Dimes that we offer, this coin is not a proof but an exception¬ 
ally well-preserved business strike. The surfaces are overall smooth with 
a full endowment of satiny mint luster. A little bit of light peripheral ton¬ 
ing is noted, the color a pretty, iridescent-gold shade. Softness of strike 
at the upper-left reverse wreath and bold clashmarks (as produced) in 
and around the centers on both sides are characteric of most genuine ex¬ 
amples.

As an 
issue, and in keeping with the relatively high mintage, the ‘40-0 No Drapery is a fairly easy coin to locate in circulated grades. Mint State examples are anothe! 
matter entirely, however, with Brian Greer (The Complete Guide to Liberty Seated Dimes , 1992) rating such pieces as Rarity-6. The Small O is even more 
highly regarded, and it has a Rarity-7 ranking in Mint State. 

A quick perusal of current PCGS and N( i( i population report s should be enough to convince even the most skeptical numismatist of the accuracy ol 
Greer’s assessments. There are very few 1840-0 No Drapery certified in Mint State, and the present Gem is tied with a PCGS MS-65 as the finest-known 
survivor of die issue Smooth, sadr nt on the subject of grade-limiting abrasions. Both sides arc peripherally toned, but theobverse exhibit 

rich antique-copper patina while the reverse is much lighter with delicate champagne-apricot highlights near the borders. Essentially full in strike, with the 
strongest eye appeal that this writer has ever seen in a 40-0 Seated Dime. A coin that would serve as a centerpiece in the finest specialized collection. 



407 1842-0 Medium O. MS-63 (NGC). Despite a sizeable (for the era) 

mintage of 2 million pieces, the 1842-0 is a genuinely rare Seated Dime 
ii. Mint State. Very, very few examples escaped the rigors of circulation, 
and those that did so probably survived as a matter of chance. Just shy 
of Condition Census standing, this piece is fully Choice with satiny luster 
and a sharply executed strike. The obverse exhibits mottled reddish-russet 
peripheral highlights, while the reverse is more extensively toned in soft, 
sandy-tan shades.

Obviously stored in some kind of 
cardboard album for many years, both sides have toned in rich, vivid, 
mottled shades of crimson-red, orange-gold, powder-blue, blue-gray, 
olive and pearl-gray colors. The most vivid hues are concentrated at the 
peripheries, particularly on the obverse. Fully lustrous with a razor-sharp 
strike, satiny surfaces are devoid of grade-limiting abrasions. A delight to 
behold, and a coin that belongs in the finest collection of Barber coinage 
ever assembled.

This is a lovely example, both sides frilly lustrous with a billowy, frosty texture to the surfaces 
There is essentially no toning (although a few angles do reveal the lightest golden tinting here and there), and we are unable to locate a single distracting 
abrasion. The strike is sharp not only over the central reverse crossbands, but also at the rims on both sides. With strong eye appeal, this coin is as nice as 
any Gem 1916-D Mercury Dime that we have handled in recent memory.

This applies almost as much to circulated exam¬ 
ples as it does to Mint State coins, although we admit that our position 
as an auctioneer means that we are more likely to offer coins at the latter 
level of preservation. Our experience also suggests that the 1818 is one 
of the more frequently encountered issues in Mint State, and it is our 
preferred type candidate for the series.

Much more elusive than the 1842-0 Large Date, 
the 1842-0 Small Date is a key-date Seated Quarter that is all but un¬ 
obtainable in Mint State.

(PCGS). With a limited mintage and a 
poor rate of survival, the first-year 1794 
Flowing Hair Half Dollar is an impor¬ 
tant find in todays market irrespective of 
die marriage. The present example is of 
even further importance to advanced col¬ 
lectors because it is the finest-known sur¬ 
vivor of the rare O-106 die pair. With no 
cracks on either side, this piece is one of 
the earliest impressions from these dies. 
The absence of the bisecting die crack at 
the top of the obverse is not particularly 
significant in this regard as not all exam¬ 
ples display that feature. In the fourth 
edition of the book Early Half Dollar Die 
Varieties: 1794-1836 , however, Donald

L. Parsely states that, “All observed spec¬ 
imens show a [reverse] die crack from 
edge to pair of leaves below first S [in 
STATES].” The fact that this coin does 
not exhibit that crack, therefore, is highly 
significant and confirms the (very) early 
die state. 

This coin has an impressive pedigree, 
and it is described as “Finest” for the va¬ 
riety in Stephen J. Herrman’s Auction & 
Mail Bid Prices Realized for Bust Half 
Dollars: 1794-1839 , Autumn 2007 edi¬ 
tion. Lavender-gray obverse toning yields 
to warmer tannish-apricot highlights at 









the rim. The reverse is a bit lighter with 
golden-gray patina and pinkish-apricot 
shadings at the denticles. The strike is 
well centered on the planchet and overall 
sharp, Liberty’s haircurls and the eagle’s 
head and breast being particularly note¬ 
worthy in this regard. There is very little 
to report in the way of light highpoint 
rub, and bothersome abrasions are also 
not seen. Criss-crossing adjustment

601 1794 0101a. Rarity-4. F-12 (NGC). The United States Mint delivered its first 5,300 Half Dollars on December 1, 1794. A further 18 164 examples dated 

1794 were delivered on February 4. 1795. The combined total of 23,464 pieces represents the mintage figure for the 1794 Flowing 1 lair 1 lalf Dollar. T he total 
is much lower than that of the 1795 (299,680 pieces) and, indeed, the 1794 is the rarer of the two issues in this short-lived series by a large margin. It is also 
one of the rarest issues in the entire early U.S. Half Dollar series of 1794-1836, survivors enjoying correspondingly strong demand at all levels of preservation. 

A nice Fine, the present example exhibits multicolored peripheral toning on the obverse and less-vivid rim highlights on the reverse. 1 he centers are more 
uniform in appearance with an “old-silver” cast. The obverse rim from 3-6 o’clock is bluntly defined, but all other areas retain sufficiently bold detail in the 
context of the assigned grade. In other words, the wear is generally even and the major design elements still display some sharper definition in the more protected 
areas. None of the scattered abrasions are worthy of singular concern. An accompanying certificate from CAC identifies this pleasing example as premium quality 
for the Fine-12 grade as assigned by NGC.

1795 0-104. Rarity-4- AU-58 (NGC). The second of only two issues in the Flowing Hair Half Dollar series, the 1795 is more plentiful than the firsi- 
year 1794. This fact has resulted in strong type collector pressure for problem-free 1795 Halves for almost as long as there has been an established numismatic 
market in the United States. While even low-grade examples always perform well at auction, the most desirable coins in the eyes of deep-pocketed collectors 
are those at or near the Mint State threshold. 

Free of all but the lightest highpoini rub, this is just such an example, rhe obverse portrait is sharply detailed over nearly eveiy strand of hair atop 
Liberty’s head and along the back of her neck. The denticles on that side are crisply delineated, the stars are bold and the word LIBFR rY and rhe date I 95 
are crystal clear. The quality of strike is nearly at the same high level on the reverse, although we note a bit of softness to the highpoints of the eagle’s head, 
breast and talons that is anything but distracting. 

This coin has mostly silver-gray surfaces, but indirect angles reveal a bit of pale-golden tinting that is largely concentrated around the peripheiies. A lew 
wispy abrasions are present, but their number is uncommonly minimal for an early silver coin that saw light circulation. Satiny in sheen, with an extremely 
faint planchet streak (as made) through the center of the obverse that we mention solely for accuracy’s sake. Really a nice example, this piece would do justice 
to any high-grade type set.

marriage, the present example is richly toned in lavender and olive-gray 
patina.

used 12 obverse and 21 reverse dies to strike approximately 839,576 Half 
Dollars bearing the date 1806. Two of the obverse dies are 1806/5 over¬ 
dates, and they were paired with four different reverses. 0-101 is not a 
rare die marriage in an absolute sense, but it is a bit more challenging to 
locate than the 0-102 and 0-103 overdates. 0-101 is, however, quite 
—\.challenging to collect in high grades, the Condition Census starting in 
the finer circulated (!) grades. 

With only the lightest rub across the highpoints, this near-Mint ex¬ 
ample ranks of one of the finer survivors from this die pair. The dies ap¬ 
pear to have been misaligned in the press at the time of striking, and 
there is noticeable bluntness to the detail over the lower obverse and 
upper reverse. All peripheral devices are clearly discernible, however, al¬ 
though stars 1-3, 13 and the digits 18 in the dote are quite soft. The 
eagle’s left (facing) wing and the clouds on the reverse are also quite blunt. 
There are no distracting abrasions to report, and both sides are richly 
toned in multiple colors that include halos of vivid gold and blue shad¬ 
ings around the reverse periphery. Once you understand the manner in 
which this coin was struck, we are confident that you will agree with us 
that it is an attractive and highly desirable representative of the variety.

Designed by Robert Scot, the Draped Bust Half Dollar made its debut in 1796 with the 
Small Eagle design on the reverse. Beginning in 1801 and continuing through the series’ end in 1807, however, Scot’s Heraldic Eagle reverse was used in 
production of this type. The Draped Bust, Heraldic Eagle Half is a relatively obtainable coin in lower circulated grades, but even the more plentiful die mar¬ 
riages of issues like the 1806 and 1807 can be challenging to locate in the finer Mint State grades. When they do appear in the market, Choice and Gem- 
quality examples of this design are usually snatched up quickly by collectors that areassembling high-grade type sets. 

A probable Condition Census example of the 1806 0-109 dies, this richly toned near-Gem displays dominant antique-copper patina on both sides. 
Direct angles, however, do reveals intermingled medium-tan and cobalt-blue highlights. The strike is uncommonly sharp for a product of the early U.S. 
Mint, and the surfaces have survived the passage of time without acquiring any outwardly distracting abrasions.

A reverse planchet streak (as struck) from the U in UNI 1 F D 
to the eagle’s left (facing) wing differentiates this coin from the Mint State examples that Stephen J. Herrman lists in the Autumn 200 edition 
of Auction & Mail Bid Prices Realizedfor Bust Half Dollars: 1794-1839. 

A beautiful Gent, both sides possess full mint bloom with a shimmering, satin-to-softly frosted texture. Some cartwheel visual effects iu- 
also present, and they are discernible as the coin rotates under a light. The centers reveal only the lightest silver-pink oven ones, but tin 
borders are warmly patinated in olive-gold and tannish-apricot colors. I >irect light also call forth pretty powder-blue outlin s to several 1 
the peripheral devices. The strike is well executed for an early U.S. Mint product, and it wanes only minimally over Liberty s brow and at 
the ribbon that binds her hair on the obverse, as well as over the eagle’s left (facing) wing on the reverse.

The short-lived Arrows, Motto type was pro¬ 
duced in only six business issues, two of which are credited to the Carson 
City Mint. The 1873-CC Arrows is not quite as elusive as the 1874- 
CC but, with just 122,500 pieces prodcued and a poor rate of survival, 
it is a very rare issue in any context. Mint State survivors are hardly ever 
encountered, and they probably survived pruely as a matter of chance. 
Remember, there was little-to-no collector interest in branch mint 
coinage during the 1870s. 

A Condition Census near-Gem, this piece is dripping with softly 
frosted luster. Both sides are bathed in light pinkish-silver iridescence 
that does, however, deepen to a rich reddish-russet shade in most areas 
at the denticles. Fully struck and expertly preserved, this coin belongs in 
the finest collection of CC-mint silver.

683 1892-0 FS-50-18920-501/007.9. Micro O. MS-62 (NGC). This important variety was recognized as a rarity the year after it was struck, when it was 

included in Augustus Heatons groundbreaking work Mint Marks: A Treatise on the Coinage of the United States Branch Mints (originally published in 1893). 
It has continued to gain in prominence over the years as very few examples have been attributed even in the lower circulated grades. Today, the 1892-0 
Micro O is rightly regarded as the key to a complete set of Barber Half Dollars. 

The original mintage of the Micro O variety is an unknown, albeit presumably very limited percentage of the 390,000-coin figure reported for the 1892- 
O. The mintmark is much smaller than that used on “normal” examples of the 1892-0 delivery, and it is noticeably wider on the right than it is on the left. 
In fact, the punch appears to be that intended for use on the 1892-0 Quarter. The mistake was detected early, and the reverse die was withdrawn from Half 
Dollar production after striking very few coins. 

As previouly stated, the 1892-0 Micro O is highly elusive in all grades. High-grade examples, however, are of the utmost rarity. We do not know of any 
AUs having appeared at auction in recent years, although our consignor states that he is aware of several examples in that grade selling privately in the 
$20,000 - $25,000 range. Mint State coins are rarely offered, but there is a fairly recent auction appearance (January, 2005) of the NGC MS-65 from the 
Dr. Thaine B. Price Collection that resulted in a realized price of $69,000. 

Free of wear with a satiny sheen to both sides, this BU example is high in the Condition Census among extant 1892-0 Micro O Halves. Iridescent apri¬ 
cot-silver iridescence is splashed over the surfaces, the upper-obverse border also revealing blushes of deeper reddish-russet patina. There is also some mottled 
olive-copper tinting here and there at the reverse denticles. Wispy abrasions are few and far between, and it seems to be slight muting of the luster that best 
explains why this coin did not secure a Choice Mint State rating. An extremely important offering for the advanced collector of Barber coinage, and a coin 
that is sure to elicit strong bids on auction day. 

Combined PCGS and NGC Population: just 11 coins in all Mint State grades, a total that is almost certainly inflated by resubmissions.

This 1.5 million-piece delivery circulated heavily, 
and there are probably only 225-350 coins extant at all levels of Mint 
State. When we consider just the MS-64 level (which, after all, is the 
focus of this lot), the total number of 1919-S Halves available dwindles 
to just 75-100 pieces. 

This is a very pretty coin in terms of luster quality, surface preserva¬ 
tion and originality. As far as the first-listed attribute is concerned, both 
sides are bathed in full, frosty luster that is quite vibrant in sheen. The sur 
faces are very smooth, and the coin has the look of a Gent in this regard. 
There are also mottled orange-gold highlights toward the right borders 
that further enhance the eye appeal. 1 he strike, however, is a grade-lim¬ 
iting factor as it is noticeably blunt in the centers.

With full strik¬ 
ing detail and bold field-to-device contrast, of course, this lovely near- 
Gem would also do wonders for a high-quality type set. A little bit of pale 
golden tinting is noted, as are some very light scufffs in the right-obverse 
field that seem to be the only features preventing this coin from advanc¬ 
ing to an even higher grade.

Historic 1870 -CC Seated Liberty Dollar 


Important Mint State Grade from NGC 




2034 1870-CC MS-62 (NGC). The year 1870 is the first in which the magical CC mintmark appeared on United States coins. The 1870-CC, therefore, is 
the premier Silver Dollar struck in the Carson City Mint. It is also one of only four CC-mint deliveries of the Seated type. Survivors are more plentiful than 
those of the 1871 ( < , 1872-< < and 1873-C( , mostly because the contemporary public saved a fair number of examples as novelties. In an absolute sense, 
however, the ‘70-CC is a scarce coin in circulated grades and a genuine numismatic rarity in Mint State. Problem-free AU and Uncirculated examples are 
particularly elusive from a market availability standpoint, such is the demand that they enjoy among advanced type collectors and those that specialize in 
Carson City Mint coinage. 

Deeply toned, both sides of this BU example exhibit lavender-gray patina that yields to mottled charcoal-gray highlights along the right -obverse border. 
There are few outwardly norticeable abrasions, and the surfaces actually present as overall smooth. On the other hand, the luster is muted even under direct 
light, although such angles do call forth more vivid powder-blue undertones here and there. Overal boldly struck.

2035 1870-S VF-25 (PCGS) Discounting the unknown 1873-S, the 
1870-S is the rarest issue in the Seated Dollar series of 1840-1873 
and, indeed the rarest regular-issue Silver Dollar of any type. With 
only nine examples positively confirmed, the 1870-S Seated Dol¬ 
lar is also one of the leading rarities in the entire United States 
coinage family. It is rarer than the world-renowned 1804 Dollar 
-15 examples of which are confirmed in three distinct classes, 
plus four Mint-made electrotypes. It is also rarer than the 
MCMVII (1907) Ultra High Relief Saint-Gaudens Double (ap¬ 
proximately 20 pieces known) and equally as rare as the 1894-S 
Barb< Dime (nine examples traced). In fact, such is the impor¬ 
tance of the 1870-S Seated Dollar in U.S. numismatics that the 
issue has been honored with the #84 ranking in the 2005 book 
100 Greatest U.S. Coins by Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth. (As an in¬ 
teresting aside, the 1870-S is even rarer than the 1933 Double 
Eagle, although only if we include the 10 1933 Double Eagles 
that were seized by the federal government in 2004. Those 10 
1933 Double Eagles are currently illegal to own.) 

The 1870-S is also one of the most enigmatic issues in U.S. 
numismatics. Federal records do not include a mintage for the 
1870-S, and we are unaware of any other official documentation 
pertaining to this issue. According to traditional numismatic wis¬ 
dom, the creation of these coins is connected to the building of 
the second San Francisco Mint building. Completed in 1874 and 
now widely known as the “Granite Lady,” the cornerstone for the 
second Mint building was laid on May 26, 1870. In the 1988 
book Walter Breens Complete Encyclopedia of U.S. and Colonial 
Coins, the author states: 


...it is possible that [the 1870-S Seated Dollars] were 
made for presentation purposes at the celebration at the 
cornerstone of the new Mint building (the “Granite 
Lady”) at Fifth and Mint Sts., between Market and Mis¬ 
sion Sts. 


Support for this theory comes partly from the existence of an 
1870-S Seated Half Dime and an 1870-S Three-Dollar gold 
piece, both of which are unique. Since those two issues are also 
not mentioned in the mint director’s report, they also may have 
been prepared for presentation purposes at the cornerstone cere¬ 
mony. 

Further proof that the 1870-S Seated Dollar was prepared for 
presentation purposes comes from the fact that the S mintmark 
was hand-engraved in the reverse die. At first glance, this fact may 
seem to refute this theory as the process of hand-engraving any de¬ 
vice into a working die might be seen as a way of cutting corners 
in the production process - an unlikely occurrence for presenta¬ 
tion pieces, most of which are usually prepared with better-than- 
average care. In this case, however, we feel that the hand-engraved 
mintmark is indicative of Mint employees’ requirement to ab¬ 
solutely, positively strike some 1870-S Seated Dollars no matter 
what efforts or expedients were required. There is no record of 
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the Engraving Department in the Philadelphia Mint shipping 
any Silver Dollar dies to the San Francisco in 1869 for use in 
1870. We do have record, however, of San Francisco Mint Coiner 
J.B. Hamstead returning two Dollar reverses to the Philadelphia 
Mint and receiving two replacements on May 28, 1870. Based on 
the fact that the cornerstone was laid on May 26, 1870, we can 
safely assume that those dies were for the 1870-S Gold Dollar - 
a regular issue with 3,000 pieces struck — and not die 1870-S Sil¬ 
ver Dollar, this despite the fact that Hamstead’s report does not 
include either the word “gold” or “silver” in connection with these 
dies. Of course, the San Francisco Mint had to receive at least one 
1870-dated obverse die for the Silver Dollar or else they would 
not have been able to strike any 1870-S examples. They probably 
also received a reverse die at some time but, as previously stated, 
someone on staff (probably Hamstead) had to enter the S mint- 
mark by hand. The use of a leftover reserve die was out of the 
question since the last time the San Francisco Mint struck any 
Seated Dollars was in 1859, at which time the No Motto design 
(and not the Motto type introduced in 1866) was current. It is 
very likely that, despite the obvious handicaps he was working 
under, Hamstead received orders from his superiors to use what 
tools he had to strike a small number of 1870-S Seated Dollars for 
presentation at the cornerstone ceremony for the new Mint build¬ 


ing. If this theory is true, the coins would have to have been struck 
prior to May 26, 1870. 

In addition to determining exactly why and when the coins 
were struck, estimating how many 1870-S Seated Dollars were 
produced is another challenging aspect of this issue. While con¬ 
siderable consensus exists among numismatic scholars over the 
“why” of this issue, the “how many” aspect is an extremely divisive 
topic of conversation. The largest estimate of which this cataloger 
is aware is a figure of 500 pieces provided by Weimar W. White 
in the book The Liberty Seated Dollar: 1840-1873 (1985). White 
bases this figure on a comparison between the survival rate of the 
1870-S and those of other issues in the Seated Dollar series. Other 
estimates are much more conservative, such as the figure of, “.. .a 
couple of hundred pieces, if indeed that many,” provided by Q. 
David Bowers in the 1993 book Silver Dollars and Trade Dollars 
of the United States: A Complete Encyclopedia. R.W. Julian provides 
an estimate of just 50 pieces struck (as related in Bowers, 1993). 
The authors of the website, www.coinfacts.com, refrain from giv¬ 
ing an estimate on the number of coins struck, being content with 
approximating the surviving population at 10 pieces. 

If we accept as fact that the 1870-S Seated Dollars was struck 
for presentation purposes and, as such, was never intended as a 
regular Mint issue, neither White s nor Bowers’ estimates are ten¬ 
able. Julians is slightly more so, but we feel that it is highly likely 
that most of the coins distributed on May 26, 1870 have survived. 
In this regard it might help to once again compare the 1870-S 
Seated Dollar with the 1894-S Barber Dime. Conventional wis-

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dom has it that 24 Dimes were struck in the San Francisco Mint 
during 1894, although only nine examples are positively known 
to exist today. Given that the 1894-S Dime was probably also 
prepared as some kind of presentation piece (the high-grade sur¬ 
vivors are either proofs or carefully struck, prooflike business 
strikes), the similarities between these two issues becomes even 
more obvious. Following the pattern established by the 1894-S 
Dime, therefore, we offer an approximate mintage of20-25 coins 
for the 1870-S Seated Dollar. 

As previously stated, only nine 1870-S Seated Dollars have 
been positively confirmed. The fact that most are well circulated 
and accompanied by impairments such as cuts, corrosion and/or 
cleaning should not cast doubt on the status of these coins as pres¬ 
entation pieces. Rather, the issue seems to have had the extreme 
misfortune of having been distributed to non-numismatists who 
later spent the coins, gave them to someone else who did or oth¬ 
erwise mishandled these important charges. The unique 1870-S 
Three-Dollar gold piece that was also prepared in connection with 
the cornerstone ceremony has also been mishandled. Today, that 
coin is most accurately graded as EF-40 Ex: Jewelry. Furthermore, 
the unique 1870-S Half Dime was probably also distributed 
around the time that the cornerstone of the second San Francisco 
Mint was laid. Obviously discarded by its original owner or a de¬ 
scendant at some point in time, the coin was “discovered” in a 
dealers junk box in 1978. 

The following roster of the nine 1870-S Seated Dollars that are 
positively known to exist is based on those provided in Bowers 
and Merenas catalog for the Eliasberg Collection, David 
Lawrences catalog for the Richmond Collection, Q. David Bow¬ 
ers 1993 Silver and Trade Dollar Encyclopedia and the website, 
www.coinfacts.com. Beginning with the finest-known example, 
the roster reads:

Ex: San Francisco Mint employee 
(1870); family of the preceding; San Francisco area military 
officer (1992); supposedly seen by San Francisco dealer 
Sam E. Frudakis in 1991. Reportedly Mint State. 

2. San Francisco Mint Cornerstone Specimen #1 . Not verified, 
and no documentation exists confirming the inclusion of 
an 1870-S Dollar in the cornerstone of the “Granite Lady.” 

3. San Francisco Mint Cornerstone Specimen #2. Same com¬ 
ments as to the preceding. 

This is a very pleasing Seated Dollar for the grade, regardless 
of the fact that it is the key-date issue in the series. Both sides are 
remarkably smooth with very few noticeable abrasions. This is a 
particularly uncommon attribute for the type as these large silver 
coins are often encountered with moderately-to-heavily abraded 
surfaces in the mid-to-high circulated grades. There is also an even 
overlay of lavender-gray patina that deepens ever-so-slightly to a 
dove-gray hue at the denticles. 

The wear that we note is commensurate with the grade and, 
while moderate, it is generally even in distribution. The rims and 
denticles, of course, remain sharp. Liberty’s portrait and the reverse 
eagle have noticeable lack of detail in many areas, but these are 
generally the higher elements of the design. Included here are the 
letters BE in LIBERTY on the scroll that crosses the obverse shield. 
Both of those letters are very faint, although they are still dis¬ 
cernible with the proper amount and angle of light. We stress that 


Seated Dollars at the lower reaches of VF are apt to be softer on the 
central letters in LIBERTY than examples of most other Seated 
Liberty denominations. The shield area on the Seated Dollar was 
executed in slightly higher relief than on, say, the Seated Quarter 
and Seated Half Dollar. As a result, the scroll with the word LIB¬ 
ERTY wore down a bit quicker in circulation on these large-size 
coins. Most major design elements, however, retain considerable 
boldness of detail in the more protected areas. In addition to the 
aforementioned features, notable exceptions are the top of Liberty’s 
head and the obverse stars, all of which are quite flat. Many Seated 
Dollar issues are characterized by softness of strike at Liberty’s head 
and over some or all of the obverse star centrils. 

' - The paucity of 1870-S Seated Dollars known, as well as the 
fact that most are circulated to one degree or another, makes it im¬ 
possible for us to classify the overall striking quality of this issue. 
The fact that the James A. Stack, Sr. and Granberg/Norweb spec¬ 
imens are overall sharply defined does lead us to conclude that 
the lack of definition on the Schutlz/Farouk specimen that we are 
offering here is attributable to wear and not to any significant de¬ 
ficiencies with the strike. 

As previously mentioned, the surfaces of this coin are uncom¬ 
monly smooth for such an extensively circulated Seated Dollar. 
While we would normally not draw individual attention to small, 
relatively inconspicuous abrasions on a Silver Dollar in VF, pedi¬ 
gree concerns do compel us to treat this coin in a different man¬ 
ner. There is an extremely faint, old pinscratch at the lower-right 
obverse border from the top of Liberty’s foot nearly to star 1. 
Other useful pedigree markers are present on the reverse: a shallow 
dig in the field below the tip of the eagle’s beak; and two tiny ticks 
in the field between the top of the right (facing) wing and the 
right base of the letter M in AMERICA.

Bright, virtually un¬ 
toned surfaces are fully frosted with full striking detail.

Despite is proximity to the rich Comstock 
Lode, the Carson City Mint was not popular among miners and other 
bullion depositors in 1879. With most of the silver mined in Nevada 
during that year having been shipped overland to the San Francisco Mint 
via the railways, the Carson City Mint received only enough bullion to 
produce 756,000 Morgan Dollars. Survivors of this issue are defintiely 
among the scarcer CC-mint Morgans in today’s market, although 
enough lower-grade examples are offered in any given year that one 
should have little difficulty locating a coin that grades up to MS-64. As 
a Gem, the 1879-CC is quite rare, particularly from a market availability 
standpoint. 

Uncommonly smooth, this carefully preserved example is bursting 
with full, frosty mint bloom. Sharply impressed over the devices, with 
flashes of semi-reflectivity in the fields that help to provide strong eye 
appeal. A definite find for the advanced Morgan Dollar collector or CC- 
mint specialist.

In that now t.ir-oH year, the fabled (arson ny 
Mint struck its final coins in the Silver Dollar, Half Eagle, Eagle and Double Eagle denominations. 1 he ‘93-C < Morgan has a limited mintage of , 
pieces, and it has long been regarded as a semi key-date issue in this popular and widely collected senes. The most des.rable, and also the most challenging ex¬ 
amples to locate are those in the finer Mint State grades. The reason for this: the 1893-CC is, along with the 1895-S, the most consistently bp- issue in the 
Morgan Dollar series. Deficiencies with the strike over the central highpoints is also a problem for the 1893-CC, and that attribute limits the eye appeal, l 
not the technical quality of many Mint State survivors. , 

A notable exception', this 93-CC is not only overall smooth in appearance, but possessed of a sharp strike that extends from the rims to the centers. Hie 
impression is among the best that we have seen in an example of this issue. While not 100% full, the central highpoints are very nearly there and, as such, they 
are free of mentionable lack of detail. There are none of but a few well-scattered abrasions, and most areas present as smooth. As if these attributes were not 
enough to endear one to this coin, the obverse possesses rich, antique-copper patina with intermingled, multicolored highlights toward the right border. 1 he 
reverse is mostly brilliant, although blushes of golden-orange iridescence are present here and there at the denticles.

A somewhat 
stuffy appearance would not be out of place for a circulated CC-mint 
Morgan Dollar, but there are scattered hairlines that betray a cleaning.

Tied for finest-certified honors among coins that have been submitted to PCGSand NGC, this exceptional 1903 Morgan is free of even a single detracting 
blemish. The level of workmanship is expectably high for the issue, the devices razor sharp in detail and the luster bright with a shimmering, satiny texture.

Large numbers of coins 
were melted as unsold, leaving net mintages of 9,997 and 10,000 coins, 
respectively. 

The 1904 is not quite as rare as the 1905 in an absolute sense, but it 
is just as challenging to locate in the finer Mint State grades. An excep¬ 
tionally well-preserved example, this piece retains full satin luster and is 
silent on the subject of distracting abrasions or other blemishes. The color 
alternates between khaki-gold, orange-gold and rose-gold shades as the 
coin dips in and out of the light.

Authorized by the Act of March 3, 1925, this Com¬ 
memorative Quarter Eagle was offered to attendees of the Sesquicenten¬ 
nial Exposition held in Philadelphia from June 1 to November 30, 1926. 
The Mint struck all 200,000 pieces authorized, but sales were disap¬ 
pointing and all but 45,793 coins were eventually destroyed. Even so, 
examples that grade through MS-64 are encountered fairly regularly in 
the numismatic market. The present sale notwithstanding, however, 
Gems are conditionally rare. 

One of the smoothest, most carefuly preserved representatives of the 
type that we have handled in recent memory, this premium-quality sur¬ 
vivor is pristine in most areas. The luster is exceptionally vibrant with a 
thick, frosty texture that provides lovely cartwheel visual effects as the 
coin rotates under a light. With light orange-gold color, this is a simply 
beautiful Sesquicentennial Two-and-a-Half. An extremely shallow reed¬ 
ing mark at the base of the first T in STATES is perhaps the only feature 
keeping this coin from a Superb Gem rating.

2314 1915-S Panama-Pacific Exposition $50. Round. MS-66 (NGC). Designed by Robert Aitken, the Panama-Pacific $50 was authorized 
by Congress for sale at the Panama-Pacific Exposition held in San Francisco during 1915. The Congressional act provided for the production 
of3,000 examples, 1,500 coins each in Round and Octagonal formats. Although initial sales proved promising, the asking price of $ 100/coin 
was too high for most exposition attendees to handle, diis despite the fact that the cost also entitled the buyer to a Pan-Pac Hall 1 )ollar, C .old 
Dollar and Quarter Eagle at no additional charge. Even though sales continued through November 1, 1916 (well after the exposition had 
closed), the majority of Pan-Pac Fifties were eventually returned to the Mint and destroyed as unsold. Net mintages are just 483 Round ex¬ 
amples and 645 Octagonal pieces. The Octagonal variety seems to have sold better than its Round counterpart due to the perceived uniqueness 
of the coins’ shape among exposition attendees and contemporary collectors. 

As oik might expect given the relative net mintages of these two varieties, the Octagonal Pan-Pac $50 is a bit more obtainable in today’s 
market than the Round variant. On the other hand, there are a lew more Round examples certified above the MS-65 grade level than there 
are for the Octagonal variety. Both versions, however, are very rare in the finest Mint State grades when viewed in the wider context of the 
rare coin market. The large size of these coins acted as a magnet for abrasions, with Minerva’s cheek being particularly prone to displaying 
wispy slidemarks and other signs of mishandling. 

Obviously well cared for since the day of sale, this exquisite, premium-quality Gem ranks as one of the finest Pan-Pac $50 Rounds that 
this writer has handled in recent memory. The surfaces are exceptionally smooth, even Minerva’s cheek being free of distracting abrasions. 
Both sides possess warm orange-gold color and full, billowy, satin-textured luster. A definite highlight of the gold offerings in this sale, this 
impressive Comment is destined for inclusion in the finest numismatic holding. Beautiful!

A deeply symbolic design, the obverse of the Pan-Pac Fifty-Dollar 
gold coins depicts a left-facing protrait of the Greek goddess Athena. She wears a helmet pushed back over the top of her head to signify peace- 
fill intentions, and a shield that she carries is inscribed with the date in Roman numerals MCMXV. The motto IN GOD WE TRUST is in 
the upper-left field, the legend UNITED STATES OF AMERICA is above and the denomination FIFTY DOLLARS is below. The Oc¬ 
tagonal pieces, but not the Round ones, have an extra border of dolphins that signifies the continuous waterway created by the opening of 
the Panama Canal. Athena was chosen for the central design on this side of the coin because she was the goddess of, among other things, 
agriculture and horticulture. Both of rhose industries play an important part in the economy of California, site of the 1915 Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition. 

1 he reverse design depicts Athena’s owl, symbol of wisdom, perched atop a branch of ponderosa pine. The Latin motto E PLURIBUS 
UNUM is in the right field, the inscription PANAMA-PACIFIC EXPOSITION is above and SAN FRANCISCO is below. Once again, 
the Octagonal pieces include an extra border of dolphins on this side as well. 

This is a pleasing near-Ciem with green-gold color that warms to a yellow-gold cast at more direct angles. Satiny in sheen, with faint han¬ 
dling marks in the center of the obverse to define the grade. The presence of such features is usually the explanation for most Pan-Pac Fifties 
of both types failing to grade any higher than MS-64. Curiously, this coin also possesses a thin reverse graze through the bottom of the owl’s 
body. Attractive, nonetheless, and important as an example of a key-date issue in the classic gold Commemorative series.

Wass and Molitor issued gold coins in four denominations, the largest of which was Fifty Dollars. All of these impressive coins were struck 
in 1855 and, judging by the number of examples that have survived, a decent number of pieces must have been produced. This is not to 
imply ihat the 1855 Wass, Molitor & Co. $50 is a common coin. Survivors are very scarce, and problem-free pieces in any grade with 
pleasing eye appeal are even more accurately described as rare. 

Free of significant problems, this lightly circulated survivor is a noteworthy departure from the typically encountered coin, many of which 
are harshly cleaned, tooled or otherwise impaired. Both sides exhibit warm olive-gold color with flickers of copper-red iridescence outlining 
the devices. The overall definition is quite bold, this despite overall light rub. The surfaces reveal numerous small and even a few moderate- 
size abrasions, but these features should be expected for a large, weighty gold coin that circulated on the West Coast during the 1850s. A 
smallow rim bruise outside star 1 is also noted, although the balance of the rims appear to be quite smooth (at ieast as tar as we can tell through 
the NGC holder).

2393 1851-C Winter 4-D. AU-58 (PCGS). Warm green-gold color en¬ 
velops both sides, the surfaces uncommonly well preserved for a C-mint 
gold coin that saw light circulation. There are no bothersome abrasions, 
and the overall definition is suitably bold despite a bit of minor softness 
to the strike in the centers. As the most frequently encountered Gold 
Dollar struck in the Charlotte Mint, the 1851 -C is an important coin for 
mintmarked type purposes. 

2394 1853 MS-62 (PCGS). A nice BU type candidate, this Gold Dollar is 
sharply struck with light, yellow-gold color to both sides. Wispy abrasions 
are noted, but none are sizeable or worthy of singular concern.

2395 1854 Ty-pe I. MS-62 (PCGS). This is a nice BU type candidate that 
is housed in an older, green-insert PCGS holder.

This is the first Mint State sur¬ 
vivor that this cataloger can remember handling in several years. Both 
sides are richly colored in blended reddish-gold and khaki-gold shades 
that provide a picture of numismatic originality. A few wispy abrasions 
and slight muting to the surfaces explain the MS-61 grade, but the eye 
appeal is quite strong for a BU gold coin of any denomination. Housed 
in an older PCGS holder with a green insert.

2406 1859-C Winter 11-M, the only known dies. AU-55 (PCGS). The 
1859-C is the final Gold Dollar struck in the Charlotte Mint. With a 
mere 5,235 pieces produced, it is also the rarest Gold Dollar from this 
coinage facility when we discount the essentially uncollectible 1849-C 
Open Wreath. This is a very nice AU with rich, blended, olive-gold and 
orange-gold colors. The U in UNITED is softly impressed, but the bal¬ 
ance of the devices are quite boldly defined, this even despite a bit of 
light highpoint friction. The surfaces may be a bit scuffy from commer¬ 
cial use, but there are no sizeable or individually mentionable abrasions.

2409 1864 MS-67 (PCGS). The 1864 was struck during the climax of the 
Civil War, a year that saw Sherman march through the South and Grant 
come to grips with Lee during the 40 Days campaign in Virginia. Few 
examples were produced—just 5,900 business strikes, to be exact—and 
the issue did not see widespread circulation. On the other hand, the rate 
of survival for the 1864 is low, and many examples are believed to have 
been exported, melted or both. A few tiny hoards were saved, however, 
and they almost certainly account for the small number of Mint State 
coins known today. 

Among the most technically sound and visually appealing 1864 Gold 
Dollars that this cataloger has ever handled, this Superb Gem must be 
seen to be fully appreciated. The surfaces are exceptionally smooth with 
not even a single trivial distraction. Otherwise satiny in sheen, direct an¬ 
gles call forth modest hints of brightness in the fields that suggest a semi¬ 
prooflike finish. There are also scattered die polish lines in the fields, 
these features as struck and commensurate with the aforementioned fin¬ 
ish. Rich orange-gold gold is splashed with warm rose-gold highlights, 
the interplay between these colors providing a picture of numismatic 
originality. Fully struck, this gorgeous coin would serve as a centerpiece 
in the finest numismatic holding.

A very rare Gold Dollar in proof format, the 
1879 was produced to the extent of just 30 specimens. Survivors prob¬ 
ably number just 12-15 coins, two of which are impounded in the 
Smithsonian Institution and most of the others tucked away in tightly 
held private collections. Clearly, the present lot represents a fleeting buy¬ 
ing opportunity for the proof gold specialist. 

This is a fully struck, original-looking coin with rich, vivid, reddish- 
gold color. A bit of light haziness is present in and around the centers, but 
there are remarkably few handling marks for the assigned grade. In fact, 
a moderate-size strikethrough at the lower-left obverse rim may be the 
reason why this coin did not secure a higher grade, even though that fea¬ 
ture is as struck. Very attractive, nonetheless, and worthy of careful bidder 
consideration.

2417 1838-C Winter 1-A, the only known dies. AU-58 (PCGS). A sig¬ 
nificant issue in the coinage history of the United States, the 1838-C is 
the first Quarter Eagle struck in the Charlotte Mint. It is also one of only 
two C-mint deliveries in the Classic series and, with just 7,880 pieces 
produced, examples are much rarer than those of the 1839-C. The 1838- 
C is actually one of the most elusive Quarter Eagles from the Charlotte 
Mint irrespective of type. It is similar in overall rarity to the 1844-C, 
1854-C and 1856-C and more challenging to collect than such other is¬ 
sues in this series as the 1840-C, 1851-C and 1860-C. 

Important for both the Southern gold specialist and the first-year 
type collector, this coin offers overall bold definition and pleasing green¬ 
ish-gold color. The only readily evident rub is confined to the eagle’s 
wings on the reverse, and the obverse is particularly sharp with virtually 
full definition. Plenty of satiny mint luster remains, and there are no dis¬ 
tractions of any kind to report. Among the nicest examples of the issue 
that this cataloger has ever handled, this piece is sure to fetch a strong 
price when it appears at auction.

Lightly circulated, the coin that we 
are offering here exhibits richly original color that blends olive-gold and 
orange-gold shades.

This is a very scarce issue, few of the 12,822 
pieces produced having survived commercial use. Here’s a conditionally 
rare near-Mint example whose surfaces are free of all but the lightest 
highpoint rub.

Well struck, with no individually 
mentionable abrasions among the scattered circulation marks. A small 
depression in the obverse field before Liberty’s chin is an as-struck 
planchet flaw. The 1840-C is similar in overall rarity to the 1851-C and 
1860-C, and it is rarer than such other Charlotte Mint Quarter Eagles 
as the 1848-C, 1850-C and 1858-C.

2420 1840-0 MS-62 (PCGS). Introduced in 1840, the Liberty Quarter 
Eagle was struck at the Philadelphia, Charlotte, Dahlonega and New 
Orleans Mints that year. The 1840-0 has a mintage of 33,580 pieces 
which, perhaps surprisingly, is actually greater than that of the 1840, to 
say nothing of the 1840-C and 1840-D. While the 1840-0 is not in the 
same rarity class as either the 1840-C or the 1840-D, it is actually more 
challenging to locate than the 1840 in the finer circulated and Mint State 
grades. This is a branch mint issue and, despite its first-year status, it was 
not saved to the same extent as the 1840 (which, by the way, was set 
aside in fewer numbers than many other first-year issues in the U.S. 
coinage family). Only a few 1840-0 Quarter Eagles appear at auction in 
any given year, and most of those coins are circulated to one degree or an¬ 
other. 

We are pleased to be offering this Condition Census survivor that, at 
the upper reaches of BU, is one of the finest ‘40-0 lwo-and-a-Halves 
known. Both sides display a typical strike for the issue, the highpoints of 
Liberty’s portrait and the reverse eagle noticeably blunt in detail. There 
is no wear or friction in the fields, however, and the original mint finish 
remains fully intact beneath a little bit of light silvery tinting. The appear¬ 
ance is largely one of rich, deeply set, olive-gold color, but direct angles 
do reveal a brighter medium-gold sheen. All of the wispy, grade-defining 
abrasions are small in size and singularly inconspicuous. Housed in an 
older, green-insert PCGS holder, this coin belongs in the finest collection 
of Southern gold.

2421 1840-0 MS-62 (NGC). A second conditionally rare 1840-0 Quarter 
Eagle, this NGC-certified piece possesses deeply set, green-gold color. 
Direct angles call forth a brighter, yellow-gold cast, and they also allow 
better appreciation of satiny mint bloom. The strike is expectably soft 
over Liberty’s brow on the obverse and the eagle’s neck and left (feeing) 
leg on the reverse. Other areas are generally sharp, however, and all are 
free of sizeable abrasions. Another important bidding opportunity for 
the advanced Southern gold specialist.

2424 1843-0 Large Date. MS-61 (PCGS). The New Orleans Mint struck 
a total of 364,002 Quarter Eagles in 1843. This mintage figure can be 
divided into two uneven portions based upon the different date logotypes 
that Mint employees used to produce this issue. The majority of 1843- 
O Quarter Eagles (288,002 pieces, to be exact) were coined with a Small 
Date logotype. With just 76,000 pieces produced, the large Date is sig¬ 
nificantly rarer in all grades. In feet, this is one of the more elusive issues 
in the early O-mint Quarter Eagle series. When offered at all, the 1843- 
O Large Date usually grades no finer than EF-45. AUs are very scarce, 
while a Mint State coin is a major rarity even if it is confined to the BU 
level. 

It has been quite some time since this cataloger has handled a strictly 
Uncirculated ‘43-0 Large Date Two-and-a-Half. This coin presents un¬ 
commonly well for the assigned grade, the surfaces alternating be ween 
yellow-gold and green-gold colors as they rotate under a light. The de¬ 
vices are overall sharp in detail, and the strike wanes only minimally over 
the eagle’s left (feeing) leg on the reverse. Both sides have a satiny, if some¬ 
what subdued texture, but overall scuffiness seems to explain why this 
coin did not secure a higher grade. On the other hand, none of the abra¬ 
sions are large in size or otherwise worthy of singular concern. Solidly in 
the Condition Census, and worthy of inclusion in the finest specialized 
collection.

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2425 1846-C Winter 7-F, the only known dies. AU-50 (PCGS). The 
fourth rarest of 20 issues in the Charlotte Mint Quarter Eagle series, the 
1846-C is more elusive than even a limited mintage of 4,808 pieces 
might suggest. This issue saw heavier circulation that normal for a C- 
mint gold coin due to decreasing public confidence in Becthler gold 
coinage and a fire in the Charlotte Mint that precluded an 1845-C Quar¬ 
ter Eagle delivery. Coins that grade finer than EF can be particularly elu¬ 
sive in todays market. 

This is a very pleasing AU with an original “look” to both sides. The 
color is a deeply set olive-gold shade, although we do note soft yellow- 
gray overtones that are best appreciated at direct angles. The strike is not 
full (it never is on an example of this issue), but the overall detail is ac¬ 
tually fairly bold. With only minimal wear and no overly distracting abra¬ 
sions, this coin comes highly recommended for inclusion in a specialized 
set of Southern gold.

2426 1847 AU-58 (NGC). The obverse is boldly struck, and the reverse is 
relatively so despite a bit of softness to the highpoints of the eagle. Green- 
gold and orange-gold colors alternate as the coin rotates under a light. 
Despite having seen light ciruclation, the surfaces did not acquire any 
significant abrasions. Long underrated in numismatic circles, the 1847 
has recently come into its own as a very scarce issue in the early Liberty 
Quarter Eagle series.

2427 1847-C Winter 8-F, the only known dies. MS-64 (NGC). The 
1847-C handily outdistances all other issues to rank as the most easily 
'obtainable Charlotte Mint Quarter Eagle. One must not forget, how¬ 
ever, that Charlotte Mint gold coins of all denominations were meant to 
circulate, and circulate they did until most examples were either lost or 
acquired considerable wear. Even a relatively common issue like the ‘47- 
C Two-and-a-Half is a rare find in Mint State. Just how rare has been de¬ 
bated, although current PCGS and NGC population data seems to 
suggest that there are approximately 35-45 examples in Mint State hold¬ 
ers. The majority of those coins grade no higher than MS-62. Choice- 
quality examples are seldom encountered, and the issue is unknown in 
any grade above MS-64. 

At the top of the Condition Census, this impressive near-Gem has 
a “look” that we would expect to see in a P-mint Liberty Quarter Eagle 
from the 1840s. The strike is overall sharp, and the surfaces are awash 
in creamy satin luster with some (very) modest hints of brightness in 
the fields. The color alternates between olive-gold and orange-gold 
shades as the coin rotates under a light. With nary a distracting abrasion 
to report, this lovely example would be difficult to improve upon in a 
representative of the 1847-C.

Other¬ 
wise green-gold color livens to yellow-gold shades when the coin dips 
into a light. This is a sharply struck coin, as are most 1847-C Two-and- 
a-Halves, and even the eagles neck and left (facing) leg feathers on the 
reverse are free of bothersome lack of detail. The eye appeal is well above 
average for the grade, and we note shimmering, satin luster and a lack of 
sizeable abrasions for both sides. A very nice Mint State representative of 
Liberty Quarter Eagle production in the Charlotte Mint.

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2429 1848-C Winter 9-F. MS-60 (NGC). The 1848-C' (16,788 pieces pro¬ 
duced) may be one of the more readily obtainable C-mint Quarter Eagles 
in lower grades, but it is a very challenging issue to locate in AU and 
Mint State. In high grades, this is actually the eighth rarest of 20 issues 
in the Charlotte Mint Quarter Eagle series, an honor it shares with the 
1851-C. This BU example is one of the better-struck 1848-C Quarter 
Eagles that this writer has handled in recent years, the devices bold-to- 
sharp in detail with no areas of particularly mentionable softness of strike. 
The color alternates between green-gold and yellow-gold shades as the 
coin rotates under a light, the overal appearance remaining quite bright 
regardless of the angle of light incidence. A bit scuffy, as befits the as¬ 
signed grade, yet free of individually conspicuous abrasions. Condition¬ 
ally rare.

2430 1850-D Winter 13-M, the only known dies. AU-55 (NGC). De 
spite its status as the most fequently encountered D-mint Quarter Eagle 
from the 1850s, the 1850-D is not the most plentiful Two-and-a-Half 
struck in the Dahlonega Mint. The 1839-D, 1843-D, 1844-D, 1845- 
D, 1846-D, 1847-D and 1848-D are all more plentiful both in an ab¬ 
solute sense and in terms of total number of coins known in AU and 
Mint State. The 1850-D is also rarer than the 1857-D and 1859-D in 
high grades. 

This otherwise honey-gold example reveals splashes of coppery tint¬ 
ing in the fields. Fairly well struck, there is only minor softness of detail 
over the eagles neck and left (facing) leg feathers on the reverse. The ob¬ 
verse is overall bold. Remnants of a satiny mint finish are readily evident, 
and there '.. only light rub to the highpoints and friction in the fields. 
While scattered abrasions are present, all are small in size and none are 
worthy of singular concern. A pleasing example for the grade, and one 
that is better preserved than the typically offered VF or EF survivor.

An appealing type candidate, the coin in this lot possesses 
full satin luster over sharply impressed devices. Deeply set green-gold 
color warms to a medium-intensity, yellow-gold cast when the coin dips 
into a light.

2432 1851-0 AU-58 (NGC). This issue’s mintage of 148.000 pieces is fairly 
generous by early New Orleans Mint standards, and the 1851 -O is one 
of the more frequently encountered O-mint Liberty Quarter Eagles in 
today’s market. Precious few survivors are Mint State, however, a fact 
that confirms the importance of the Choice AU that we are offering here. 
Minimally worn over the highest elements of the design, both sides retain 
flickers of original luster that blends satin and modest semi-prooflike 
tendencies. Light green-gold color brightens to a yellow-gold shade as 
the coin dips into a light. A bit scuffy, yet free of individually conspicuous 
abrasions. The strike is a bit soft over the highpoints of the reverse eagle, 
but we stress that it is still overall bold by the standards of the issuing 
Mint.

Attractively original, this piece is luscious, 
sharply struck and free of a significant number of abrasions in the context 
of the BU grade.

A low- 
mintage issue with just 7,295 pieces produced, the 1854-C is also a rare 
coin because the lack of an 1853-C Quarter Eagle delivery resulted in 
stronger demand than usual for examples in the commercial channels of 
the Lower Appalachian region. Indeed, we believe that most survivors 
entered circulated and remained there until eventually melted or other¬ 
wise lost. Among the survivors, VF and EF grades are typical, with AUs 
being offered much less frequently. According to Doug Winter (Gold 
Coins of the Charlotte Mint: 1838-1861), the 1854-C is, “...rare in full 
Mint State.” 

Tied for finest known, this BU example possesses the utmost in tech¬ 
nical quality for a survivor of this rare and conditionally challenging 
issue. Green-gold in color, both sides have a satiny sheen that is charac- 
terisctally grainy for the issue. Otherwise fairly bold, the strike only 
wanes appreciably over the eagle’s neck and left (facing) leg feathers on 
the reverse. There are no sizeable or individually mentionable abrasions, 
and an area of roughness in the reverse field behind the eagle’s head is as 
struck and not readily evident at all angles. Definitely worthy of inclu¬ 
sion in the finest collection of Southern gold.

The surfaces are overall smooth 
and free of sizeable abrasions, and they have a pleasing satin texture that 
includes much of the original mint finish. The color is also noteworthy, 
being a rich blend of olive-gold and orange-gold shades.

There is litde to report in the way of 
wear. The 1858-C is rarer than the 1839-C, 1843-C Large Date, 1847- 
C and 1848-C in terms of total number of coins believed extant. It is a 
low-minatge issue with just 9,056 examples produced and probably no 
more than 150-175 pieces extant in all grades.

The strike is sharply executed through¬ 
out, and there are only a few wispy abrasions that are not overly conspic¬ 
uous to the naked eye. Satiny in sheen, if not overly vibrant in the luster 
category.

1864 Proof-65 Deep Cameo (PCGS). 1 he proof 1864 Libert)' Quarter Eagle is a major numismatic rarity, although it suffers somewhat among collectors 
due to having been produced in such close proximity to the proof-only 1863. The original mintage of this issue is a mere 50 pieces and, with just 12-18 ex¬ 
amples believed extant, the proof 1864 might even be a bit rarer than the proof 1863. At least one of the survivors is impounded in a museum collection 
and, thus, unobtainable for private ownership. That coin is the Smithsonian Institution specimen that Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth (2006) describe as a 
Proof-64 Deep Cameo. 

This beautiful example also possesses bold contrast between frost)- devices and mirror-finish fields. Unlike the coin in the National Numismatic Collection, 
however, this coin is a no-questions Gem with not even a single distracting hairline or contact mark to report. The surfaces are actually nearly pristine in 
outward appearance, and they possess rich orange-gold color that further enhances already memorable eye appeal. As one of our most significant gold 
offerings of recent years, this proof 1864 Two-and-a-Half is an awe-inspiring survivor of an issue that is rarely encountered in numismatic circles. Worthy 
of a premium bid. 



2440 1866-S AU-53 (PCGS). A heavily circulated issue, the 1866-S is scarce 
in all grades and usually offered well worn. Significant as a problem-free 
AU, this piece is one of the nicest that this writer has seen in quire some 
time. Wear is light and confined to the highpoints of devices that are 
generally bold in detail. The eagles left (facing) leg is softly struck, but it 
is the only feature to display this characteristic. Copper-gold color is a bit 
more vivid on the reverse, but both sides are equally free of conspicuous 
abrasions. 


2441 1867-S AU-50 (NGC). Presenting tan-gold colored surfaces, only a 
trace of original mint luster is still present, after receiving ten points of 
wear in circulation, this early key-date Libert)- Quarter Eagle is consistant 
with the assigned grade by NGC, bearing only a few wispy lines and a 
couple of abrasions that are grade compliant. 


2442 1871 MS-61 (NGC). Elusive in all grades, the 18” I Quarter Eagle 
has a business strike mintage of just 5,320 pieces. The present lot offers 
a richly colored BU survivor whose surfaces shimmer with copper-red 
overtones. Indirect angles reveal more deeply set, khaki-gold coloration. 
The finish is semi prooflike—a feature seen quite often on low-mintage 
U.S. gold coins from the 1860s, 1870s and 1880s—and the devices are 
crisply delineated from a sharp strike. Wispy abrasions are numerous 
enough to preclude a higher grade, but none arc singularly conspicuous. 
A small area of haziness at the obverse rim between stars 4 and 5 appears 
to be the result of a minor, as-struck planchet flaw.

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443 1872-S AU-58 (NGC). A frontier-era issue, the 1872-S is a low- 
mintage (18,000 pieces) Quarter Eagle that undoubtedly saw heavy cir¬ 
culation beginning in the year of delivery. Only the lightest rub separates 
this lustrous, rose-gold example from a Mint State rating. Overall sharply 
struck, the detail only wanes appreciably at the eagle’s left (facing) leg on 
the reverse. Wispy abrasions are commensurate with the grade. The 
1872-S is similar in overall rarity to the 1871-S, but it is more challenging 
to locate in Mint State and, thus represents a more significant find in 
AU-58.

1444 1877 Proof-55 (NGC). This is one of the more underrated issues in 
the proof Liberty Quarter Eagle series, this despite a paltry mintage of 20 
pieces that has long been published in leading numismatic references. 
Very, very' few proof 1877 Two-and-a-Halves have appeared at auction 
over the years, and it is likely that no more than 12 coins have survived 
at all levels of preservation. The coin that we are offering here provides a 
clue as to the fate of those coins that have not survived. This piece was 
placed into circulation but, fortunately, it was retrieved before wear and 
other signs of handling made it unattributable as a specimen striking. 
Perhaps those examples that have been lost were also placed into circu¬ 
lation either by Mint employees or contemporary collectors and were 
subsequendy lost? 

Broad, squared-off rims, a sharp strike and watery fields confirm this 
coins proof status. The outward appearance, nonetheless, is dominated 
by a plethora of wispy contact marks that largely cloud the delicate fields. 
The color is a blend of green-gold and orange-gold shades that enhance 
the eye appeal.

Copper-red patina adorns both sides of this 
handsome-looking example. Light rub is noted, but the devices remain 
sharp and there is still plenty of original luster to report. Scattered abra¬ 
sions provide somewhat of a scuffy appearance, but none are sizeable 
enough to be worthy of singular mention.

2446 1882 MS-60 PL (NGC). Sharply struck on both sides, the surfaces 
also possess an undeniable prooflike finish that provides stronger eye ap¬ 
peal than one might expect for the basal Mint State grade.

The over¬ 
all appearance is quite scuffy, this feature undoubtedly explaining the 
MS-60 designation from NGC. On the other hand, most of the abra¬ 
sions are small in size and singularly inconspicuous. A desirable issue in 
all grades, the 1882 Quarter Eagle is a low-mintage delivery with just 
4,000 business strikes produced.

2447 1884 Proof-61 Cameo (NGC). As with all proof issues from the clas¬ 
sic U.S. gold series, the 1884 Quarter Eagle is a rare coin that is not en¬ 
countered with any degree of regularity in todays market. The original 
mintage is just 73 pieces, and survivors are thought to number just 30- 
40 coins in all grades. Athough stricdy unimpaired, the present example 
has been rather roughly handled over the years. The surfaces are quite 
scuffy with a smattering of wispy contact marks that cloud the fields 
somewhat. There are, however, no large distractions, and a mirrored fin¬ 
ish is readily evident at all angles. The devices, on the other hand, have 
a satiny texture that provides pleasing cameo contrast. Undeniably orig¬ 
inal, with orange-gold and green-gold colors that compete for dominance 
as the surfaces rotate under a light.

Conditionally rare as a premium-quality Gem, this is a 
simply beautiful coin that would grace any collection with its presence. 
Both sides exhibit rich reddish-gold gold and an original satin-to-softly 
frosted “skin.” Blushes of rose-gold tinting in the center further confirm 
this coin’s originality. With nary a distracting abrasion to report, the sur¬ 
faces are nearly smooth enough to evoke thoughts of a Superb Gem 
grade. Lovely!

With just 24,000 
pieces produced, it is also a scarce-to-rare coin in all grades, although it 
is not as widely regarded as the somewhat overrated 1854-D. One of 
perhaps only 400-500 circulated survivors known, this Choice AU is 
lightly worn with alternating olive-gold and orange-gold colors. The 
strike is overall soft, as always seen in examples of this issue, but the major 
design elements are all discernible. The O mintmark, however, might re¬ 
quire more than a passing glance. A bit scuffy from a short stint in cir¬ 
culation, yet with mostly small, singularly inconspicuous abrasions.

An important issue for advanced type pur¬ 
poses, the 1854-0 is the sole New Orleans Mint delivery in the entire 
Three-Dollar gold series of 1854-1889. The mintage is a not overly gen¬ 
erous 24,000 pieces, but enough examples have survived that VF and 
EF pieces are relatively easy to obtain. The same cannot be said for AUs, 
however, for such coins are quite scarce from a market availability stand¬ 
point. This khaki-gold example possesses typically soft definition for the 
issue, although there is only light wear to report. Liberty’s portrait on the 
obverse and the reverse wreath are the best-struck elements of the design. 
Both sides are noticeably scufly from time spent in circulation, but we 
are pleased to report that none of the abrasions are worthy of individual 
attention.

2502 1855 EF-45 (NGC). This early-date type candidate retains consider¬ 
able mint luster in the protected areas around the devices. Rose-gold and 
honey-gold colors compete for dominance as rhe coin rotates under a 
light, but all angles equally reveal an overall bold appearance to the de¬ 
vices. There is no more than the expected amount of wear for the as¬ 
signed grade, and some scuffiness to the surfaces does not include any 
individually distracting abrasions. We do, however, note a pair of grease 
streaks over the upper obverse, although those features are as struck.

With 
overall bold detail and exceptionaly smooth surfaces despite having seen

other. Writing in 2005, Q. David Bowers and Doug Winter account for 
just 45-60 Mint State examples in today's market.

A satiny mint finish includes very modest, yet 
appreciable hints of brightness in the fields. Boldly struck, with no more 
than the expected number of wispy abrasions for the assigned grade

•2506 1862 MS-65 (PCGS). Here’s an issue that we do not handle all that often, and with good reason. The 1862 Three was produced to the extent of just 
5,750 business strikes—a very limited total for any era of U.S. history that is the result of a lack of gold bullion reaching the Philadelphia Mint. Unlike many 
late-date, low-mintage issues in this series, the 1862 was not saved at the time of issue, and most survivors are circulated. Even a worn coin is a rare item, 
however, and Mint State pieces are exceedingly so with perhaps just 30-40 pieces known. 

Solidly in the Condition Census, this Gem is a very special coin that represents one of the most important gold offerings in this sale. Fully lustrous with 
a satiny sheen, the obverse exhibits soft rose-gold tinting while the reverse has more of a medium-gold appearance. Both sides are equally sharp in strike, 
the fields very modestly reflective with scattered die polish lines (as made). Free of all but a few wispy abrasions, a couple of faint reverse alloy spots also fail 
to limit the appeal of this Civil War-era rarity. Worthy of careful bidder consideration, as it may be quite some time before another Mint State 1862 Three- 
Dollar gold piece of any quality is offered for sale.

The latter color 
is actually discernible at all angles, but it is most vivid when the coin is observed in the aforementioned manner. Sharply struck and satiny, with scattered die 
polish lines (as made) within modestly brilliant fields. The present sale notwithstanding, the 1862 is an elusive coin in all grades that is nothing short of rare at 
the finer levels of Mint State.

Probably very few of those coins were actually distributed as con¬ 
temporary Americans had bigger things to worry about other than coin collecting, what with the Civil War beginning to draw to its bloddy 
conclusion. Survivors are exceedingly rare and number just 12-15 pieces, a few of which are impounded in museum collections. 

This is only the second proof 1864 Three-Dollar gold piece that this cataloger can remember ever handling for auction. The finest 
example known to the major certification services, both sides are overall smooth with no bothersome post-production blemishes. There is a 
bit of extremely light porosity in the planchet in the upper-left obverse field, but this as-struck feature is not distracting to the overall eye 
appeal and is actually a blessing in disguise for pedigree purposes. The obverse exhibits yellow-gold color while the reverse has warmer rose- 
gold tinting. Both sides are equally full in strike with bold-to-sharp contrast between the fields and devices. An extremely important bidding 
opportunity for the advanced proof gold collector, and a coin that would serve as a highlight of the finest numismatic holding. 



2509 1870 AU-55 (NGC). With just 15,589 pieces produced, the 1870 is an understandably scarce issue in all grades. Here's a lightly worn survivor whose sur¬ 
faces retain overall bold, if not sharp definition. Olive-gold in color, with a somewhat glossy texture, yet no sizeable or individually mcntionable abrasions. 
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1510 1872 AU-53 (PCGS). With only 150-215 circulated examples surviving from an original minatge of 2,000 pieces, the 1872 is an understandably rare find 
at any level of preservation. This lightly worn piece is partially lustrous with a satiny texture to the surfaces. Otherwise olive-khaki in color, warmer orange- 
gold and rose-gold highlights are best appreciated at direct angles. Boldly defined, and distraction free in the context of the assigned grade.

2511 1873 Closed 3. MS-61 (NGC). One of the undeniable key-date issues in the Three-Dollar gold series, the 1873 is rare in both Closed 3 and Open 3 
formats. There is no archival evidence to support a conclusive mintage figure for either of these varieties, but Q. David Bowers and Doug Winter (The United 
States $3 Gold Pieces: 1854-1889, 2005) have provide estimates based on the number of coins currently known. Their research suggests that the 1873 Closed 
3 has an original business mintage somewhere in the range of600-900 pieces. This range encompasss the entire business strike delivery of Three-Dollar gold 
pieces for the year, as the 1873 Open 3 is known solely in proof format. 

The business strike Closed 3 is the only realistically obtainable 1873-dated Three for most collectors, but it is still a significant rarity at all levels of 
preservation. Worn coins probably number fewer than 150 pieces, and in Mint State the extant population dwindles to just 10-20 coins. A Conditon 
Census example, as such, this BU survivor represents a fleeting buying opportunity for the dedicated Three-Dollar gold collector. Rich olive-gold color blends 
with reddish-gold overtones to provide pleasing eye appeal. Virtually all areas are sharply struck, and the only mentionable softness of detail is confined to 
the lower-reverse wreath and the top of Liberty’s headdress—a common occurence for this denomination. A prooflike finish is readily evident at all angles, 
even though the surfaces are scuffy from a smattering of wispy, grade-defining abrasions. Problem free for the grade, and possessed of relatively strong eye 
appeal, this coin is sure to elicit strong bids at auction.

2515 1888 Proof-64 (PCGS). This is the most frequently encountered issue 
in the proof Three-Dollar gold series, and it is an important coin for 
specimen type purposes. In an absolute sense, of course, the proof 1888 
must still be considered a very rare issue. Only 200 or so pieces were 
originally prepared, and survivors probably number no more than 150 
coins in all grades. 

This near-Gem has two markedly different "looks” on both sides. 
The obverse is quite colorful with an orange-gold sheen and even warmer, 
copper-gold highlights at the denticles. The reverse, however, is a bit 
muted beneath hazy-rose tinting. Fully struck throughout, with no in¬ 
dividually mentionable contact marks. A pair of extremely faint planchet 
streaks (as made) in the left-obverse field before Liberty’s eye arc noted. 
Housed in an older PCGS holder with a green insert.

The color is a light rose-gold shade, 
and a bold strike is also a positive attribute. Scattered ticks and abrasions 
explain the MS-62 grade, but the surfaces are not as scuffy as sometimes 
seen on gold coins at the lower levels of Mint State preservation.

A17 1879 Flowing Hair. Judd-1635, Pollock-1832/1833. Rarity-3. Proof-62 (PCGS). Charles Edward Barber’s Flowing Hair design with 
a left-facing head of Liberty on the obverse. Liberty is wearing a coronet inscribed LIBERTY. The periphery bears the inscription * 6 * G * 
.3*S*.7*C*7*G*R*A*M*S* with the date 1879 below. On the reverse, the denominations ONE SETLLA and 400 CENTS are 
inscribed on a five-pointed star, the Latin word for which is Stella. Immediately around the star are the mottoes E PLURIBUS UNUM and 
DEO EST GLORIA. The legend UNITED STATES OF AMERICA is above and another expression of the denomination, FOUR DOL., 
is below. Struck in gold (amost certainly a standard alloy of 90% gold, 10% copper) with a reeded edge. 

After striking 15-25 examples for presentation to Congressional leaders to help them debate the merits of authorizing a coin in this den- 
imonation, the Philadelphia Mint prepared some 500-700 additional Flowing Hair Stellas in 1880 from 1879-dated dies. These restrikes were 
prepared because the Stella proved extremely popular among Congressmen as keepsakes and gifts. Perhaps surprisingly, however, Congress 
eventually decided not to designate the Four-Dollar gold piece as a regular-issue coin. 

Today, the most frequently encountered Stellas in numismatic circles are survivors of the 1879 Flowing Hair issue of 1880. We caution 
bidders, however, that even the relatively plentiful 1879 Flowing Hair Stella cannot be described as a “common” coin in any sense of the word. 
Specimens are rare at all levels of preservation, and those that appear in the market are usually quick to disapper into another tightly held col¬ 
lection. 

With even orange-tan color and no sizeable contact marks, this coin has above-average eye appeal for the assigned grade. There are also 
not that many hairlines, although we do note that the original mint finish is a bit subdued. Well struck for the type, with the highpoints of 
Liberty’s portrait and the reverse star a bit softly impressed — a virtual diagnostic of genuine examples. A definite highlight of this sale, and 
a coin that will certainly elicit solid bids on auction day.

Ever-Popular 1795 Small Eagle Five 



2518 1795 BD-3, HBCC-3033, Miller-2. Rarity-3+. Small Eagle. AU-53 (PCGS).This is a historically significant issue as the first gold coin struck in the 
United States Mint. Federal records indicate that 8,707 Half Eagles were delivered during calendar year 1795- Based on the number ol survivors (which, 
incidentally, is higher than normal fora pre-1834 U.S. gold coin due to the fact many examples were saved as the first coins of their kind), however, it seems 
likely that additional 1795 Small Eagle Fives were struck during calendar year 1796. Exactly how many more pieces were coined the following year is un¬ 
known, but John W. Dannreuther and Harry W. Bass, Jr. (2006) provide a total estimate mintage for this issue of 8,707-12,106 pieces. 

A staggering total of 12 varieties have been confirmed for the 1795 Small Eagle Five, a fact that confirms frequent die breakage during production of 
this issue. With 175-225 pieces believed extant. BD-3 is the most readily obtainable of these die marriages. Such an estimate, in fact, confirms the 1795 
BD-3 as one of the more plentiful varieties in the entire Capped Bust Right Half Eagle series. 

Perfect for high-grade circulated type purposes, this coin retains overall bold definition despite a bit of light highpoint rub The wear is most evident 
over the eagle’s head, breast and right (facing) leg, as typically seen on lightly worn Half Eagles of this type. The color is quite bright, and it alternates 
between green-gold and yellow-gold shades depending on the angle of light incidence. Quite scuffy due to a short stint in circulation, yet free of sizeable 
and/or individually mentionable abrasions. 


Smooth and Satiny 1800 BD-5 Capped Bust Right Five 



2519 1800 BD-5, HBCC-Absent, Miller-44. Rarity-3+. MS-63 (NGC). Numismatic scholars have confirmed five die marriages for the 1800 Half Eagle, 
and BD-5 rivals BD-2 as the most frequenly encountered in today's market. As with all pre-1834 U.S. gold varieties, however, the 1800 BD-5 Half Eagle 
must still be considered a rare coin in an absolute sense. In the 2006 book Fairly U.S. Gold Coin Varieties: A Study of Die States, 1795-1834 , John W. Dan¬ 
nreuther estimates that this die pair struck 7,500-12,500 coins before being retired from service. The author also opines that just l 7 5-250 of those pieces 
are traceable today—a survival rate of just 2%. 

A glorious Choice BU, the example that we are offering here exhibits a soft, satiny sheen with (very) modest hints of reflectivity in the fields. The color 
is a richly original green-gold shade that does, however, assume more of a medium-intensity, yellow-gold cast when the surfaces dip into a light. Speaking 
of the surfaces, they are minimaly abraded, overall smooth and free of even a single mentionable distraction. A sharp strike rounds out this coin’s extensive 
list of positive attributes. As a high-grade type coin from the early Half Eagle series, this 1800 Capped Bust Right would be difficult to improve upon in 
either technical quality or eye appeal in the confines of the MS-63 grade level.

The 1806 BD-6 is 
the most frequently encountered die marriage in the entire Capped Bust 
Ri gh t Half Eagle series.

Regardless, the 1841-C is still a legitimately scarce coin 
in an absolute sense, and it is rarer than such later-date issues in this series 
as the 1831 -C, 1855-C and 1860-C. Light rub and a smattering of 
mostly small-size abrasions confirm the Choice AU grade, but both sides 
of the present example still retain overal sharp striking definition. The 
color is a bit subdued, mostly a blend of khaki-gold and yellow-gold 
shades, and the remaining luster is also not that impressive with a muted, 
satiny sheen.

2533 1842 Large Letters. AU-58 (NGC). Rarer than the 1842 Small Let¬ 
ters, and very scarce in an absolute sense, the 1842 Large Letters is not 
encountered all that often in today’s market.

Both sides 
are sharply struck, and there is none but the lightest rub in evidence. A 
bit scuffy, but the only individually mentionable distraction is a small 
nick at the back of Liberty’s chin.

Produced after its 
Small Date counterpart, the 1842-C Urge Date introduced the data lo¬ 
gotype style that would be used on Charlotte Mint Half Eagles through 
1850. Although not as rare as the 1842-C Small Date, the 1842-C Large 
Date is still one of the most challenging C-mint issues in the Half Eagle 
series. It ranks fifth in overall rarity and sixth in high-grade rarity among 
Charlotte Mint Fives, and is especially underappreciated in Mint State. 

This com may be at the basal Mint State grade level, but any strictly 
Uncirculated 42-C Large Date is a rare coin that deserves serious con¬ 
sideration among specialized collectors. There arc two slightly different 
looks on both sides. The obverse displays orange-gold color that warms 
to a medium-gold cast at direct angles.

Softness of detail to the eagle’s head on the reverse and a couple of 
the obverse stars is noted for accuracy. The 1844-C (23,631 pieces pro¬ 
duced) circulated more heavily than usual for a C-mint Half Eagle due 
to the lack of an 1845-C delivery. Today, this issue is tied with the 1846- 
C as the third-rarest Charlotte Mint issue in the U.S. Half Eagle series.

An underrated early Liberty Half 
Eagle, the 1846 Small Date is particularly challenging to locate in grade 
above the EF-45 level. Very nearly in the Mint State category, the present 
example is sharply struck, predominantly lustrous and possessed of only 
a bit of light rub. Free of singularly distracting abrasions.

2538 1846 Large Date. AU-55 (NGC). This original-looking example is no 
more heavily abraded than one should expect for an early Liberty Five 
that saw light commercial use. There is a swirl of deeper color at star 3 
on the obverse, but we are unable to locate any singularly distracting 
abrasions. Well struck, with a bisecting reverse die crack (as made) that 
goes through the right portion of the eagles body.

Suitably bold in strike 
for a product of this Southern coinage facility, with no more than the ex¬ 
pected number of scattered abrasions. An underrated Dahlonega Mint 
Half Eagle, the 1846-D is rarer in high grades (AU and Mint State) than 
all other issues in this series with the exception of the 1842-D Large 
Date.

Due to a sizeable (for the era) mintage of 
915,981* pieces and a good rate of survival, the 1847 is one of the bet¬ 
ter-known type candidates from the early No Motto Liberty Half Eagle 
series. Indeed, this issue is easily obtainable in all grades through AU-58, 
and even low-end Mint State examples appear wtih relative frequency in 
the market. Above the MS-62 grade level, however, the 1847 develops 
into a conditionally rare issue. Solidly in the Condition Census, this im¬ 
pressive near-Gem possesses full satiny luster and rich orange-gold color. 
Both sides are well struck with virtually all elements of the design crisply 
delineated. Wispy abrasions are noted, of course, but they are uncom¬ 
monly few in number for a survivor of this issue. If you are assembling 
an early-date type set of high-grade U.S. gold coins, this lot represents a 
significant bidding opportunity as far as the No Motto Liberty Half Eagle 
series is concerned.

There is a unique 
die crack coming down from the rim before the O in OF down to just 
above the eagles left wing on the reverse.

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2542 1848-C Winter 11-E, the only known dies. AU-55 (NGC). Rich 
olive-khaki color envelops both sides, the surfaces warming to a medium- 
gold sheen when the coin dips into a light. Overall sharply struck, there 
is only minimal softness to the detail over the upper and lower portions 
of the reverse eagle. Wear is slight, and most of the scattered abrasions are 
singularly inconspicuous. Although produced in similar numbers 
(64,472 pieces vs. 64,823 pieces), the 1848-C is rarer than the 1849-C 
in all grades. The ‘48-C is also more challenging to locate in AU and 
Mint State than the 1851-C, 1854-C, 1855-C, 1860-C and 1861-C, 
among numerous other issues in the C-mint Half Eagle series.

According to 
Doug Winter (2003), Die State II and 111 examples of the 1848-D Win¬ 
ter 18-M Half Eagle are, “...usually seen in low grades and...are extremely 
rare in AU-55 or better [condition].” An important find for the advanced 
Southern gold collector, this piece exhibits green-gold undertones that 
warm to a yellow-gold shade when the coin dips into a light. Faint rem¬ 
nants of a satiny sheen are also evident at direct angles, this despite a 
smattering of wispy abrasions that clouds the fields somewhat. Free of 
singularly conspicuous handling marks, however, with an otherwise bold 
strike that (characteristically for the die state) wanes at stars 3-5 on the 
obverse. As an issue, the 1848-D is one of the more challenging 
Dahlonega Mint Half Eagles to locate in high grades.

D is tied far the #2 ranking on Doug Winter’s 2003 (Condition < ensus list for the issue. It is also the plate coin in the second edition of the author's book 
Gold Coin* of the Dahlonega Mint: 1838-1861. The pedigree is so significant and such an important component of this coin’s desirability that we repeat it 
here from Winter’s book (arranged in forward chronological order):

This is an exceptionally well-preserved coin for a product of the Dahlonega Mint, the surfaces retaining original color in a blend of olive khaki and or¬ 
ange-gold shades.The brightest, most vivid shades are evident when the coin dips into a light, at which angles one can also most readily appreciate full, satiny 
mint bloom that includes modest hints of brightness in the fields. There is a bit of light scuffiness in the fields, but the abrasions are minimal in both size 
and number for a Dahlonega Mint Five of any issue. Generally sharp in strike, with only minor softness to the detail at the haircurls over l iberty’s brow 
and over the lower portion of the reverse eagle. Beautiful in all regards, this coin is easily among the most signficant gold offerings in this sale. 

The 1849-D has an original mintage of 39,036 pieces, of which only 125-150 coins are believed extant in all grades. Doug Winter (2003) accounts for 
a mere four or five examples in Mint State. In terms of total number of coins estimated to survive, the 1849-D is similar in rarity to the 1839-D, 1846- 
D/D, 1855-D and 1858-D. In high grades (AU and Mint Srate), the 1849-D is tied with the 1848-D and 1857-D as the sixth rarest of the 26 issues in the 
Dahlonega Mint Half Eagle series.

Only 125-150 coins are believed to have survived in all grades 
from a mintage of 22,432 pieces, a total that places the 1855-D in the 
same overall rarity class as the 1839-D, 1846-D/D, 1849-D and 1858-

however, the 1855-D is rarer than these other deliveries and actually 
emerges as the fifth-rarest Dahlonega Mint Half Eagle. 

Orange-gold and olive-gold colors are well blended over both sides, 
the overall appearance a bit lighter on rhe reverse than it is on the obverse. 
The strike is noticeably soft through the centers, but it is appreciably 
bolder elsewhere. Minimally worn, with no singularly mentionable dis¬ 
tractions among the scattered abrasions.

2555 1859-D Winter 36-CC. Medium D. AU-58 (NGC). Pretty orange- 
gold color and an overall sharp strike provide stronger eye appeal than 
usually seen in a lightly circulated Dahlonega Mint Five. While wispy 
abrasions are noted, all but a few are small and singularly inconspicuous. 
Definitely problem free for the assigned grade, with a bright, satiny sheen 
that includes modest hints of reflectivity in the fields. With only 120-140 
coins believed extant from a mintage of 10,366 pieces, the 1859-D is 
similar in overall rarity to the 1840-D.

Although not in the same 
rarity class as the 1870-CC, 1872-CC and 1873-CC, the 1871-CC is 
still one of the more challenging issues to collect in the Carson City Mint 
Half Eagle series. The original mintage is limited at 20,770 pieces, and 
domestic circulation during the frontier era undoubtedly claimed many 
of those coins. Today, numismatic scholars account for no more than 
150 survivors in all grades. When offered at all, the 1871-CC is apt to 
grade no finer than Choice VF. 

Free of all but minimal highpoint rub, and still possessed of some 
original satin luster, this important coin is at the lower reaches of Con¬ 
dition Census. Both sides have a pleasingly original “look” with rich or¬ 
ange-gold and honey-gold color blended throughout. The highpoints 
over Liberty’s brow and atop the eagles neck are a bit softly impressed, 
but all other areas are very sharp. There is little to report in the way of 
wispy abrasions—an uncommon attribute for a circulated CC-mint gold 
coin—and a thin graze in the reverse field below the mintmark is men¬ 
tioned solely for pedigree purposes.

2560 1872-CC Winter 1-B. AU-53 (PCGS). The 1872-CC is the third 
Carson City Mint issue in the U.S. Half Eagle series, and it is also one 
of the rarest. A paltry total of 16,980 pieces were produced, and few sur¬ 
vived after being placed into circulation during the Frontier era. In fact, 
only 70 or 80 coins are believed extant, and not a single one of the sur¬ 
vivors is Mint State (per Doug Winter and Jim Halperin, Gold Coins of 
~the. Carson City Mint , 2001). The 1872-CC is similar in overall rarity to 
the 1881-CC, and in high grades (AU-50 and finer) it compares favor¬ 
ably with the 1873-CC. With the exception of the 1878-CC, no other 
CC-mint Five is more challenging to locate in AU and Mint State than 
the 1872-CC. 

This original-looking example combines green-gold and orange-gold 
colors over both sides. The strike is softly executed over the central high¬ 
points—it always is on the ‘72-CC Half Eagle—but there is only light 
wear from a short stint in circulation. A bit lightly impressed, the CC 
mintmark is still clearly discernible. Plenty of mint luster remains, and 
there are few individually noticeable abrasions. A thin graze in the obverse 
field from the inside point of star 3 is the only useful pedigree marker, 
and a bit of haziness at the lower border to the right of the date is men¬ 
tioned solely for accuracy.

1877-CC Winter 1-B. AU-55 (NGC). I ioney gold and orange-gold colors are well blended over both sides, the reverse .1 bit lighter in appearance. 1 ight 
rub is noted over the highpoints and in the fields, so this coin definitely saw circulation as implied by the Al 1-55 grade from N< .< I ven so, however, the surfaces 
are remarkably smooth and are offered without any sizeable or otherwise individually conspicuous abrasions. Sharply struck in most areas, even the eagles neck 
feathers on the reverse arc sufficiently bold in detail. Blushes of original luster still remain, particularly on the reverse . 

Produced to the extent of just 8,680 pieces, the 1877-CC is among the rarest Half Eagles struck in the Carson City Mint. Only 85-95 coins are believed 
to have survived in all grades (per Doug Winter and Jim Halperin, 2001). the majority of which are concentrated in VF and low-end Eh 1 he 187 / -C. is similar 
in overall rarity to the 1875-CC and only marginally less rare than the 1876-CC. In high grades (AU and Mint State), the 1877-CC is more challenging to 
locate than the 1871-CC and 1874-CC, as well as many of the later-date CC-mint issues in the Liberty Half Eagle series. 


Important 1878-CC Liberty Half Eagle 

Rare from Both Absolute and Condition Standpoints 



2563 1878-CC Winter 1-A, the only known dies. AU-58 (NGC). The year 1878 was a momentous one in the history of the Carson City Mint as far as 
silver production is concerned. It was the final year in which the facility struck lower-denomination silver coins such as Dimes, Quarters and Hall Dollars. 
This was also the final year of CC-mint Trade Dollar production and the first year in which the new Morgan Dollar was struck in this coinage facility. As 
far as the staff at the Carson City Mint was concerned, however, gold production in 1878 continued the trend of recent years. Today we know better, 
because the year 1878 has given us three CC-mint gold issues that are all more-or-less important rarities in the numismatic market of the 21st century. 

The 1878-CC Half Eagle is rarer than both the 1878-CC Eagle and the 1878-CC Double Eagle. A mere 9,054 pieces were struck and, with an extant 
population of just 60-70 coins in all grades, the 78-0 ! ranks third in rarity of the 19 Carson City issues in the Liberty Half Eagle series. In high grades 
( \i and Mint State), the 1878-C X is actually the leading rarity in the C C mint Half Eagle series. AUs probably number just 15-25 coins. This issue was 
previously classified as unknown in Mint State (per Doug Winter and Jim Halperin. (ioU C oins of the Carson City Mint , 2001), but we do note that NGC 
currently lists two examples on their online Census. These two records probably represent the same coin that was first graded MS-63 and then "upgraded” 
to an MS-63 PL holder. 

As a problem-free, near-Mint representative, the coin that we are offering here is high in the Condition Census for this extremely rare issue. Although 
Winter and Halperin (2001) describe the 1878-CC as being “not a well-struck issue,” both sides are actually quite bold. The hair over Liberty’s brow- and 
the eagle’s neck feathers could be a bit sharper, to be sure, but even those problematic features are free of overly distracting lack of detail. Wear is light, as 
one should expea for the assigned grade, and flickers of original satin-to-semi-prooflike luster are discernible as the coin dips into a light. The color is a blend 
of olive-tan and orange-gold shades. ITe surfaces are a bit scufly from commercial use, but none of the abrasions are either sizeable or individually distracting. 
In fact, the overall eye appeal is exceptionally strong for an example of an issue that, when offered at all, is usually heavily worn, has been cleaned or is other

In 
the upper rarity rankings among CC-mint Half Eagles, the 1884-CC 
has an extant population of perhaps just 100-125 coins in all grades (per 
Doug Winter and Jim Halperin, 2001). The typical example grades EF- 
45, at best, and even a properly graded AU-50 or AU-53 is a condition¬ 
ally scarce coin. Bumping up against the Mint State threshold, the 
present is at the lower reaches of Condition Census. 

Both sides present as overall sharp in strike, and neither reveals more 
than the lightest highpoint rub and just a trace of friction in the fields. 
Frosty mint luster is virtually frilly intact, and the surfaces have survived 
without acquiring any individually conspicuous abrasions. This coin is 
actually quite smooth for a circulated CC-mint Half Eagle, and the eye 
appeal is correspondingly strong. All-in-all, a very appealing representa¬ 
tive of an issue that is rarer in high grades than such other Carson City 
Mint Fives as the 1879-CC, 1880-CC and 1883-CC. Virtually unob¬ 
tainable in Mint State!

Rich reddish-orange peripheral highlights 
frame otherwise rose-gold surfaces. Bright and lustrous, with expectably 
smooth surfaces for the near-Gem grade level.

2577 1895-S AU-58 (PCGS). Scarce-to-rare in all grades, the 1895-S Half 
Eagle saw considerable circulation despite a limited mintage of 112,000 
pieces. This is a lightly worn survivor with bold definition and consid¬ 
erable remants of original mint luster. The color is a pleasingly original 
blend of tannish-gold and orange-gold shades, the latter shade best ap¬ 
preciated at direct light angles. 

2578 1895-S AU-55 (PCGS). A pleasingly original example, both sides are 
lightly worn, yet with bold detail in most areas and partial mint bloom. 
The 1895-S is a scarcer Mono Liberty Half Eagle with just 112,000 
pieces produced. 

2579 1895-S AU-55 (NGC). Darker gold colored surfaces due to the 
amount of rub and wear this piece has seen, somewhat subdue the luster 
along with the amount of grade compliant abrasions and light wispy 
lines this piece sports; otherwise solid for the grade. 

2580 1896-S AU-58 (PCGS). Sharply struck, tannish-gold surfaces are ac¬ 
cented by soft orange-gold highlights. Much of the original luster re¬ 
mains, and we note only light rub to the highpoints and a bit of trivial 
friction in the fields. Similar in rarity to the 1895-S, the 1896-S can be 
a challenging issue to locate even in circulated grades.

Although lightly circulated, this coin is an 
important representative of the rarest issue in the Indian Half Eagle series 
of 1908-1929.

Light wear 
is largely confined to the highpoints and the open field areas. I he reverse 
field is a bit rough around the eagles head, and there are several moderate 
nicks and grazes over the Native American’s portrait on the obverse.

The true rarity of this issue in Mint State is 
concealed by its mintage which, at 1.4 million pieces is actually the sec¬ 
ond-highest in the Indian Half Eagle series. The 1911 -S suffered a heavy 
rate of attrition in circulation and perhaps also during the gold call-in of 
the 1930s. Only 700-765 coins are believed extant in all Mint State 
grades, a number that dwindles to just 30-40 pieces when we consider 
only those grades at or above the MS-64 level. 

One of only 25-30 near-Gems accounted for (per David W. Akers 
and Jeff Ambio), this coin would be difficult to improve upon in terms 
of either technical quality or eye appeal for an example of the issue. The 
color is a rich orange-gold shade over which blushes of rose-red tinting 
have gathered. Softly frosted luster is fully intact, the surfaces overall 
smooth and very nearly in the Gem category. A sharp strike touches all 
features and rounds out this coin’s extensive list of positive attributes. 
The 1911-S ranks 11th in overall rarity in Mint State among the 24 is¬ 
sues in the Indian Half Eagle series. It is more challenging to locate than 
the 1910-D, 1914-D and 1916-S, among other Fives of this type.

It may be one of the more frequently encountered mintmarked is¬ 
sues of the type, but Mint State examples are still more challenging to 
locate than those of the 1908-D and 1909-D deliveries. With just 15-20 
coins believed extant in MS-65 (per David W. Akers and Jeff Ambio, 
forthcoming in 2008), this near-Gem represents the finest in technical 
quality that most collectors can hope to acquire in an example of the 
issue. Both sides are awash in softly frosted luster and warm, rose-gold 
color. The strike is a bit soft over the lower-right obverse, but not distract- 
ingly so, and it is appreciably bolder elsewhere. The D mintmark, while 
little more than a shapeless blob, is clearly discernible with bold relief. A 
few wispy abrasions are all that seem to bar this coin from consideration 
at the MS-65 grade level.

Examples command a premium among 
collectors, however, because this is the first U.S. Eagle struck in the San 
Francisco Mint. This khaki-gold example is lightly worn, yet still pos¬ 
sessed of sharp defintiion over the central devices. Partially lustrous, this 
despite a senfly appearance due a peppering of small abrasions. 



2620 1855 AU-58 (NGC). A more affordable, yet still highly desirable al 
ternative to a rare Mint State 1855 Eagle, this minimally worn example 
is overall sharply defined and predominantly lustrous. Both sides have 
light olive-gold color that warms to an orange-gold shade when the coin 
dips into a light. While a few small and moderate-size abrasions are scat¬ 
tered about, the overall appearance is fairly smooth for a gold coin from 
the 1850s that saw actual circulation.

In 1866, for example, 
that facility struck just 3,750 examples of the new l iberty’ Eagle with 
Motto. A very rare coin in all grades, the 1866 is particularly elusive in 
EF, AU and (especially) Mint State. This rose-gold example retains ample 
evidence of a semi-prooflike finish, this despite light wear and scufly sur¬ 
faces. The devices are overall sharply defined, and there are no singularly 
distracting abrasions on either side. A fleeting bidding opportunity for 
the collector that specializes in Liberty gold coinage.

. 624 1871-CC Winter 2-A. AU-58 (NGC). With just 90-100 coins be¬ 
lieved extant from a paltry mintage of8,085 pieces, the 1871-CC ranks 
ninth in overall rarity among the 19 issues in the Carson City Mint 
Eagle series. This is also the ninth-rarest, CC-mint Ten in terms of total 
number of examples known in AU and Mint State. 

With only two or three Uncirculated coins accounted for, this near- 
Mint survivor is at the upper reaches of Condition Census. An attractive 
representative, both sides are sharply struck with only minimal rub to the 
highpoints and in the open fields. Otherwise satiny in sheen, there are 
modest semi-prooflike tendencies evident in the fields when the coin 
dips into a light. This is the typically encountered luster type for the 
issue. The color is a blend of light yellow-gold and rose-gold shades and, 
although quite heavily abraded, the surfaces stand out as being among 
the better preserved within the group of 1871-CC Eagles that this cat- 
aloger has handled over the past decade. An important bidding oppor¬ 
tunity for the collector assembling a world-class set of Carson City Mint 
gold coinage.

Only 542 pieces were struck, and the net mintage is a mere 472 
coins after 70 pieces were melted in the Mint between 1915 and 1918. 
Most of the coins that were actually distributed have survived to the present 
day, but their numbers are still limited enough to establish the 1907 Wire 
Rim as the 1 1th rarest of the 32 issues in the Indian Eagle series. 

This coin is impaired due to the presence of an unfortunate staple 
scratch on the obverse over and before Liberty’s portrait. Nevertheless, both 
sides still allow ready appreciation of this important design. Satiny in sheen 
with bold definition, there arc no other mentionable distractions.

On the other hand, the matte finish did not prove popular among contemporay collectors that were used to receiving cameo 
and brilliant-finish coins in fulfillment of their proof gold orders. The result is that the proof 1908 Motto is a very rare coin when viewed in 
the wider context of the numismatic market. According to David W. Akers and Jeff Ambio, no more than 55-70 examples are believed ex¬ 
tant. 

One of just 20-25 survivors that grade finer than Proof-65, this exquisite Gem has survived the passage of time without acquiring any 
noteworthy contact marks. (Such blemishes would be easy to see; they would take the form of shiny spots on the delicate matte surfaces.) 
In fact, virtually all areas are smooth, and the overall appearance is virtually blemish free. The color is a bit warmer than typically seen in ex¬ 
amples of this type, and it is mostly orange-gold in sheen with a blush of lighter, pale-tan tinting at the right-obverse border. Indirect angles, 
however, do call forth deeper honey-gold undertones that are more characteristic of the issue. Fully struck from the dies, with exceptional 
eye appeal that is sure to endear this coin to the proof gold specialist.

While the 1910-D is the most common mintmarked issue in the Indian Eagle series of 1907-1933, the 1910-S 
is one of the rarest. An original minatge of 811,000 pieces is fairly respectable by the standards of the type, but the 1910-S was not saved in 
signficant numbers either in the year of issue or later. Today, David W. Akers and JefFAmbio (A Handbook of 20th-Century United States Gold 
Coins: 1907-1933, forthcoming revision to the 1988 edition) account for just 550-600 survivors in all Mint State grades. The vast majority 
of those coins fall into the MS-60 to MS-63 grade range, and even a properly graded MS-64 is a rare coin. Gems are exceedingly so with 
perhaps just two or three MS-65s and three or four MS-66s known. In the finest Mint State grades, therefore, the 1910-S is the rarest Indian 
Eagle after only the 1911-D and the 1913-S. 

This is an uncommonly sharp example even for such a well-produced issue. Most devices are actually full in definition, and the often- 
seen, as-struck depression along the lower-left obverse border is not readily perceptible, although the first digit in the date is a tad soft. The 
color is a pleasing rose-gold shade, and the luster is full with a satin-to-softly frosted texture. Free of grade-limiting abrasions, the only 
pedigree marker of note is a tiny, extremely faint alloy spot in the reverse field between the motto IN GOD WT TRUST and the adjacent 
rim. Almost certainly destined for inclusion in the finest collection of this beautiful, yet extremely challenging 20th century gold series.

The 1913 is similar in overall rarity to the 1908 Motto, 1910, 1912 
and 1915, and it is one of the more readily obtainable Indian Eagles in 
Mint State. The vast majority of Uncirculated examples fill into the MS- 
60 to MS-64 grade range, however, and a properly graded Gem is a con 
ditionally scarce coin. In fact, David W. Akers and Jeff Ambio (A 
Handbook of 20th-Century United States Gold Coins: 1907-1933, forth 
coming revision to the 1988 edition) account for just 95-110 examples 
in MS-65. This is a limited total that confirms the 1913 as rarer than the 
1908 Motto, 1910, 1910-D, 1911 and 1915 in high grades, to say noth¬ 
ing of the 1907 No Periods, 1926 and 1932.

In terms of total number 
of Uncirculated coins known, the 1915-S is more challenging to locate than the 1910-S, 1912-S, 1914-S and 1916-S. Just 175-200 Mint State examples 
are believed to exist (per David W. Akers and Jeff Ambio, A Hatulbook of 20th-Century United States Gold Coins: 1907-1933, forthcoming 2007 revision to 
the 1988 edition). Of even further importance for the coin in this lot, just 25-30 of the Mint State coins are concentrated at the near Gem grade level. 

The finest in technical quality and eye appeal that most collectors can hope to acquire in an example of the 1915-S Indian Eagle, this coin possesses all 
of the positive attributes of the issue without the presence of wear or an abundance of abrasions. Both sides are sharply struck in most areas with excellent 
luster in a frosty texture. The color is also lovely, the surfaces drenched in a blend of equally rich, green-gold and orange-gold hades. There is very little to 
report in the way of wispy abrasions, as one should expect for the assigned grade. A strong candidate to represent this conditionally challenging issue in an 
advanced collection of 20th century gold.

The suspension of specie payments early in the 
Civil War resulted in the disappearance of gold from commercial chan¬ 
nels in the Eastern states for the duration of that conflict. With little bul¬ 
lion reaching the Philadelphia Mint, it should come as no surprise to 
read that the 1863 Double Eagle has a limited mintage of just 142,790 
business strikes. In terms of both overall and high-grade rartity, the 1863 
is the most elusive Type I, P-mint Double Eagle after only the 1853/2 
and 1862. Mint State examples are particularly significant finds in the 
market, and even a low-end BU qualifies as Condition Census. This issue 
was not represented in the treasure of the S.S. BrotherJonathan and, while 
NGC has certified 22 examples from the S.S. Republic (January/2007), 
that total is too limited to adversely affect the rarity of this issue. 

A very nice coin for the grade, both sides are fully lustrous with 
swirling cartwheel frost. Warm rose-gold color graces surfaces that are 
sharply struck over all elements of the design. Scattered small and mod¬ 
erate abrasions are noted, but they do little more than define the BU 
grade from PCGS. Seemingly earmarked for inclusion in one of the finest 
collections of Liberty Double Eagles ever formed.

2747 1863 MS-60 Details—Cleaned (ANACS). The suspension of specie 
payments and the disappearance of precious metal coins from circulation 
in the wartorn Eastern states explains why so few Double Eagles were 
struck in the Philadelphia Mint during 1863. Very little bullion must 
have reached the Mint that year, and that which did was enough to pro¬ 
duce only 142,790 Double Eagles in business strike format. The 1863 
is tfre third rarest of 17 P-mint issues in the Type I Double Eagle series. 
Examples are elusive in all grades, particularly those above the basal AU 
level. Mint State examples remain extremely rare despite the recovery of 
a couple of dozen pieces among the treasure of the S.S. Republic. 

This coin is not problem free, but it still presents remarkably well in 
light of the stated impairment. The reverse appears to be original, the 
color a rich blend of olive-gold and orange-gold shades and the luster 
decidedly satiny in texture. There is a small grease streak (as struck) at 4 
o’clock on the rim.

2749 1870-CC Liberty Double Eagle. Winter "3-C."AU-50 Cleaned (Uncertified). A leading rarity in the U.S. gold series, the 1870-CC 
is the first Double Eagle struck in the fabled Nevada branch mint. The original mintage is a scant 3,789 pieces, and only 35-45 examples are 
believed extant in all grades. The latter total confirms the 1870-CC as the rarest Carson City Mint Double Eagle, and it handily outdistances 
its closest rivals: the 1891-CC in an absolute sense and the 1871-CC in high grades. In fact, the 1870-CC Double Eagle is probably also the 
rarest CC-mint gold coin of any denomination, although it has serious competition from the 1870-CC Eagle for this honor. 

The extreme rarity of the 1870-CC in all grades is a testament to the value of $20 on the frontier during the 1870s. The first-year 1870- 
CC Seated Dollar was saved in relatively significant quantities as a novelty, and collectors should have little difficulty locating a problem-free 
AU within a year to year-and-a-half of diligent searching. The same can definitely not be said for the 1870-CC Double Eagle. Despite its 
first-year status, this large gold coin entered circulation, and very few pieces were retrieved in later years. None were set aside at the time of 
striking, and Mint State examples are unknown. Clearly, whereas some people or businesses out West had enough financial resources to save 
one or two 1870-CC Silver Dollars, an 1870-CC Double Eagle just represented too much money to be kept from circulation. 

In the 7001 book Cold C '.oins of the Carson City Mint, Doug Winter and Jim Halperin list two die marriages for this issue. The present 
example, however, does not match the diagnostics of either the Winter 1-A or the Winter 2-B varieties. On the obverse of this coin, the date 
is boldly impressed with the digit 1 located squarely between Liberty's neck and the denticles. The reverse die used to prodcue this coin has 
a small CC mintmark placed between the eagle's tailfeathers and the letter N in TWENTY. The first C is centered over the N, while the second 
is over the right serif of the right upright of the same letter. The second C does not lie over any portion of the letter T. We have tentatively 
named this variety Winter "3-C." 

This coin is not 100% problem free, but it is still a very pleasing example of this rare and challenging issue. The central devices are overall 
boldly defined, as are most peripheral features. In fact, the only devices that are extremely soft in strike are the obverse stars, although the 
finer elements of Liberty's hair are a bit blunt, as typically seen for the issue. The color is relatively pleasing, an otherwise medium-orange 
cast deepening to a khaki-gold shade at indirect angles. As far as the cleaning is concerned, both sides are glossy in texture, although scattered 
hairlines are not overly distracting to the eye. There are no large cuts or scrapes, and we actually feel that the surfaces arc relatively smooth 
for an 1870-CC Double Eagle that saw about 20 points of circulation. Accuracy, however, does compel us to mention a trivial rim file at 12 
o’clock. A definite highlight of the gold offerings in this sale, this important coin that will serve equally well in a complete set of Liberty' Double 
Eagles or CC-mint gold coinage.

Un¬ 
like the 1873-dated Double Eagles from the Philadelphia and San Fran¬ 
cisco Mints, the 1873-CC was produced solely with a Closed 3 date 
logotype. This is the fourth of only 19 CC-mint issues in the Double 
Eagle series, and it is a median rarity within this highly select group. 
Writing in 2001, Doug Winter and Jim Halperin opine that only 400- 
J5Q0 examples have survived in all grades, the majority of which grade EF 
or low-end AU. The total number of coins known establishes the 1873- 
CC as rarer than the 1874-CC, 1875-CC, 1876-CC, 1877-CC, 1882- 
CC, 1883-CC, 1884-CC, 1889-CC, 1890-CC, 1892-CC and 
1893-CC. 

This is an uncommonly desirable represetative of the issue, and not 
only because the surfaces possess little enough wear to have secued a 
Choice AU grade from NGC. Both sides are exceptionally smooth in 
outward appearance for a circulated CC-mint Twenty. There are few in¬ 
dividually noticeable abrasions and none that are really worthy of undue 
concern.

Survivors are much rarer than even a limited mintage such as this might imply, almost certainly because many unsold examples were destroyed 
in the Mint at the turn of the century. Writing in 2006, Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth (Encyclopedia ofU.S. Gold Coins: 1795-1933) account 
for jut 30 survivors, at least one of which is impounded in a museum collection and, as such, is unobtainable for private ownership. 

Fully Gem in quality with none but a few wispy hairlines to report, the coin that we are offering here is finer than the example that resides 
in the National Numismatic Collection in the Smithsonian Institution. This is an original specimen with a bit of light, hazy tinting in the 
fields. The overall appearance, nonetheless, is one of rich orange-gold color. The devices possess razor-sharp striking detail and a soft satiny 
texture, these two features serving to set them apart from mirrored reflectivity in the fields. Highly attractive, and undeniably rare, this coin 
would serve equally well in a proof gold type set or a specialized collection of specimen coinage. A thin, arcing hairline in the right-obverse 
field should serve as a useful pedigree marker.

This cataloger has had the extremely good fortune to handle several high-quality examples of this issue over the last ten years. The pre¬ 
mium-quality Gem being offered here is among the more attractive, the surfaces possessed of a soft, satiny texture and warm, orange-gold 
color. The striking detail is nothing short of exceptional, and it allows full appreciation of the bold, high relief design for which this type is 
known. The surfaces are overall pristine, and a small shiny spot in the lower-right obverse field seems to be the only reason why this coin did 
not secure an even higher grade. A lovely specimen that would serve as a highlight in either an advanced collection of 20th century U.S. gold 
coinage or a proof type set.

States Mint, the 1907 High Relief is the only realistically obtainable representation of a design that is very close to the artists’ original concept for this coin. 
Although only about 12,000 pieces were produced, many (if not most) have survived to the present day. Clearly, this issue did not circulate, and we doubt 
whether it was ever really intended to serve as a medium of exchange. It is probably more likely that the Mint produced these coins to satisfy President 
Theodore Roosevelt, who had become annoyed over the delays in refining the design and placing the coin into full-scale production. Many examples were 
actually distributed as presentation pieces by Roosevelt and others in high government positions, while the few that may have actually slipped out of the 
Treasury Department through normal channels were quickly snatched up by the contemporary public. 

The extreme beauty of this design ensured that most High Relief Double Eagles were carefully preserved over the years by their various owners. Even 
so, relatively few survivors are as smooth and vibrantly lustrous as this conditionally scarce Gem. Satiny in sheen, and overall pristine, both sides are bathed 
in warm medium-gold color. The strike is expectably bold for the issue, and the eye appeal is strong in all regards. A couple of wispy grazes over the lower- 
left reverse are out of the way and, as such, do not inhibit the impressive appearance of this coin.

In fact, the ‘08-S ranks 12th in rarity among the 53 business strike Double Eagle deliveries of this type 
in terms of total number of Mint State examples known. The vast majority of Uncirculated survivors grade no higher than MS-63, and even 
a properly graded MS-64 represents an important find in todays market. According to David W Akers and Jeff Ambio (A Handbook of 20th- 
Century United States Gold Coins: 1907-1933, forthcoming 2008 revision), only 30-40 coins are known in grades at or above the MS-65 
level. Such an estimate confirms the 1908-S as being similar in high-grade rarity to the highly regarded 1932. 

This premium-quality Gem is one of the more significant representatives of the issue available to todays collectors. As befits the issue, it 
is a highly attractive coin with bountiful mint frost, rich orange-gold color and a razor-sharp strike. Even wispy abrasions are essentially 
absent, and a bit of pale haziness over the upper obverse is not readily evident at all angles. The eye appeal is strong in all regards, and it would 
do justice to the finest collection of 20th century gold.

2874 1912 Proof-67 (NGC). This specimen issue has an original minage of just 74 pieces, and it is an extreme rarity with only 40-50 coins be¬ 
lieved extant at all levels of preservation. In a relative sense, however the 1912 is one of the more frequendy encountered issues in the proof 
Saint-Gaudens Double Eagle series. It is not, however, seen with the same degree or frequency as either the proof 1907 High Relief or the 
(matte) proof 1908. 

The proof 1912 introduced a new finish in the proof Saint-Gaudens Double Eagle series. Unlike the matte proof issues of 1908 and 1911, 
the proof 1912 was sandblasted after striking to impart a myriad of sparkling facets to the surfaces. The present specimen displays this texture 
to the naked eye, although it is much better appreciated with the aid of a loupe. The surfaces depart from the norm for the issue in the areas 
of color. While the appearance is best described as having a honey-gold shade, it is not as dark as typically seen. Virtually pristine, with a full 
strike to even the most intricate elements of the design, this Superb Gem ranks as one of the finest proof 1912 Double Eagles known. In 
fact, it occupies the #2 position in the “Significant Examples” list that Jeff Ambio provides for the proof 1912 in the forthcoming revision 
to David W. Akers’ book A Handbook of 20th-Century United States Gold Coins: 1907-1933.

Eagle scries. This is unfortunate because such a description conceals the true rarity of this issue in Mint State. The 1923 is more challenging to collect than the 1925, 

1926 and 1928, and it is much rater than the ultra-common 1924 and 1927. Still, enough coins have survived in lower grades that you should have no difficulty locating 
an example that fells into the MS-60 to MS-64 grade range. Gems are another matter entirely, and the 1923 is currendy unknown in any grade above MS-66. 

This impressively pedigreed example occupies the #1 position in Jeff Ambios list oPSignificant Examples” in the forthcoming revision to David W. Akers 
classic work A Handbook of 20th-Century United States Gold Coins: 1907-1933. The obverse is particularly attractive with thick, frostv luster and rich, rose- 
red color.
